SENATORS HOPEFUL OF AVOIDING 
A CONTEST. 
aNOTHER LONG DISCUSSION OF THE NEW- 
YORK CUSTOM-HOUSE CASE-—-A BETTER 
FEELING PREVALENT—HOPES OF REACH- 
ING AN AMICABLE SETTLEMENT. 

Waseincton, May 10.—The Republican 
vaucus met again this afternoon about 1 
»’elock, and, after a session of four hours, ad- 
journed without deciding the question that is 
causing so much troubie. There seems to have 
been a better feeling among the Senators than 
was exhibited at the meeting of yesterday, and 
the speeches to-day were free from those acri- 
monious recriminations that have hitherto 
marked the discussions in caucus of the Robert- 
f0n nomination. The debate was participated 
in by nearly all the Senators present, but 
there were no long specches, the desire evi- 
flently being to avoid saying anything calcu- 
lated to invite a controversy. 

Mr. Conger made one of those humorous 
speeches for which he was so well known in 
the House of Representatives, and succeeded 
in getting his colleagues in the very best hu- 
mor. He addressed himself mainly to Mr. 
Conkling, whose patriotism, ability, and great 
services to the country and the Republican 
Party he complimented in high terms. He 
said God had done much for Senator Conkling, 
but that Senator could do much more for him- 


self, and this was his great opportunity. He 
thould, upon this occasion, display some of 
that magnanimity for which he was noted 
m New-York and elsewhere, and waiving all 
‘eeling of pride and disappointment, all desire 
for vindication and revenge, come forward, 
tall upon the neck of the President, and extend 
forgiveness to that high officer for nominating 
Tudge Robertson to be Collector of Customs at 
New-York. If Mr. Conkling should forgive 
ihe President, the country would forgive Mr. 
Sonkling, and everybody, including Judge 
Robertson, be made happy. Mr. Conger spoke 
‘or about 20 minutes, and his humorous points 
were enjoyed by Mr. Conkling as well as the 
other Senators. 

Other Senators thought it was still probable 
that a contest over Robertson’s nomination 
could be avoided, and, referring to the good 
feeling prevailing to-day in the caucus, ad- 
vised that any a to reach a fina] dispo- 
sition of the case be postponed for two or 
three days. The effect of such a con- 

test as is threatened, should it be de- 
' 3iced immediately to dispose of the 
Robertson case, on the Republican Party in 
New-York and other States was talked over, 
und all agreed that no effort should be spared 
% secure harmony of action. No one at- 
empted to reply to the speech made yesterday 
oy Mr. Conkling, and at to-day’s session that 
yentleman said nothing except in reply to 
yuestions propounded by Mr. Sherman and 
ome or two others. No proposition was 
srought forward to-day and no formal 
tonclusion was reached as to any 
action that should be had in the Senate. 
There is, however, a tacit understanding that 
during the next two or three days each Sena- 
tor shall, in sucha manner asto him may seem 
best, do what he can to bring about the result 
s0 much desired. While no definite plan of 
action was agreed upon, itis said that Sena- 
tors, individually, are expected to consult 
with each other and with the President, with 
uw view of reaching some understanding that 
will be satisfactory to the President and ac- 
reptable to the New-York Senators. 

Messrs. Sherman and Hoar made speeches 
to-day, in which they appealed for such delib- 
erate action as would secure harmonious ac- 
tion, and to these speeches the improved state 
ot feeling manifested to-night by Republican 
Senators are mainly attributed. At no time 
tince the controversy began has there been 
manifested so hopeful a feeling that the diffi- 
tulty may be amicably settled as there is to- 
night, although the most industrious inquiry 
fails to discover that there is anything 
tangible on which to base the apparent con- 
fidence now exhibited in a satisfactory 
tdjustment. A report is peing circulated to 
the effect that it was suggested in the caucus 
to-day that harmony might be secured by 
withdrawing the names of Judge Robertson 
and Wiiliam E. Chandler and then nominating 
the latter for Collector at New-York and the 
former for Solicitor-General. A proposition 
of this kind was made some time ago to 
the President by Senator Blair, of New- 
Hampshire, but it did not receive any 
consideration from the President. It may have 
been brought forward in the caucus to-day by 
Mr. Blair, but if so it made no impression, and 
lt is certain that the yes is not what 
bas excited the hope that the threatened con- 
test may be avoided. No time was fixed for 
another meeting of the caucus, and as several 
Republican Senators will leave the city to- 
morrow for the remainder of the week, it is 
not likely that another meeting will be called 
before next Monday or Tuesday. 

‘ At the meeting yesterday Mr. Edmunds 
offered a resolution to postpone the considera- 
tion of Robertson’s nomination until Decem- 
ber, and supported it in an earnest speech. 
To-day Mr. Edmunds withdrew his resolution 
and the Administration Senators say he did so 
tor the reason that he became convinced that 
{tt would be defeated. These gentlemen say 
further, that a careful poll of the Republican 
side has been made, and that the result shows 
that fully three-fourths of the entire number 
of Republican Senators will vote to confirm 
Robertson's nomination.

THE SUPREME BENCH VACANCY. 

um. MATTHEWS’S NOMINATION LIKELY TO 
BE CONSIDERED TO-DAY. 

Wasnincton, May 10.—The nomination 
sf Stanley Matthews to be Associate Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court, which 
was adversely reported yesterday by the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, is expected to be 
taken up by the Senate for consideration to- 
morrow. There is an understanding among 
Senators on both sides that this nomination 
shall be fairly ang fully considered, and 
tbat while no captious opposition shall be 
manifested on the one hand, no attempt 
thall be made on the other to take any ad- 
vantage to force a vote, until the fullest oppor- 
sanity has been given to consider the general 
fitness of Mr. Matthews for a seat on the Su- 
reme Bench. Some of the strongest men on 
poth sides of the chamber will oppose Mr. 
Matthews’s confirmation, and among these 
Messrs. Edmunds and Bayard will be promi- 
nent. The opposition to Mr. Matthews is 
mainiy based on his well-known opinions 
touching the questions at issue between 
she United States and the subsidized railroad 
sompanies, which opinions are in favor of the 
rorporations, and were advanced with all Mr. 
Matthews’s force and ability in the Senate 
when a member of that body. The contest 
over this nomination is likely to bo continued 
through two or more sittings of the Senate. 
The friends of Mr. Matthews are confident 
that he will get through by a small majority. 
Gov. Foster, of Ohio, is here, working earnest- 
ly to secure his confirmation.

GEN. UPTON’S WILL. 
— ——— : 
PROVIDING FOR THE EDUCATION OF NEPHEWS 
AND NIECES—DISPOSING OF BATTLE 
BWORDS AND PAPERS. 

Batavia, N. Y., May 10.—The will of the 
late Gen. Emory Upton, who died in Presidio, Cal., 
last March from a pistol-shot wound inflicted by 
himself, was admitted to probate in the Genesee 
County Surrogate’s office, in this village, yester- 
day. The will was drawn by Gen. Upton on July 
38, 1875, while he was visiting his parents 
in this town previous to. starting on 
his tour around the world. It is a 
singular document. Miss Sara K. Upton, the Gen- 
eral’s sister, to whom he was greatly attached, is 
the Executrix and principal legatee, though his 
father and mother, who yet live here, and other 
members of the family, which consisted of 10 grown 


children, are all remembered. The value of the 
estate is estimated at $25,000, the greater portion 
of whichis invested ina manufacturing concern 
at Battle Creek, Mich. The income from the copy- 
rights of Gen. Upton’s ‘United States Infantry 
Tactics” and ** Tactics for Non-military Bodies” is 
bequeathed to his sister Sara, provided the income 
does not exceed $1,000. The residue of the income 
from these copyrights, after paying several small 
bequests, is directed to be held in trust by his Ex- 
ecutors to be applied to the education of such of 
his nephews and nieces as derire 2 collegiate edu- 
cation, but when. in the judgment of the Execu- 
tors, no more of the income is needed for the above 
purpose, they are empowered to apply tho 
residue to aid such necessitous and worthy 
person or persons residing in Genesee County, 
N. Y., aS may be desirous of a_ colle- 
giate education and shall have passed a satisfac- 
tory examination before three competent examin- 
ers. It is stipulated that not more than $600 per 
annum shall be so applied, upon the further condi- 
tion that one-fourth part of the money shall be repaid 
by the person receiving it at such a time within 1u 

ears after its receipt as the Executor may decide.

RUMORED INDIAN OUTRAGE.

A RANCH IN COLORADO SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
ATTACKED AND TUREE MEN MURDERED. 
DeEnveER, Col., May 9.—A telegram received 

by the Governor states that on May 5, in La Plata 

County, a ranch was attacked, 140 head of cattle 

were run off, and three ranchmen named Thur- 

man, Smith, and May were killed. It is not known 
who were the attacking party. Some think they 
were Indians and others white desperadoes. The 

News furnishes the following additional informa- 

tion: The Governor’s telegram was dated Duran- 

go, and said that Indians committed the murder, 
and the ranch was the property of John Thurman. 

Upon receipt of the telegram the Governor tele- 


graphed its purport to Gen. Pope and also sent a 
courier to Durango to ascertain the truth, and, if 
true, what band of Indians and how many of them 
were engaged in the murders, and alsoif Chief | 
Ignaco was at the Southern Agency with the 
main body of the tribe. No reply can pos- 
sibly be received until to-morrow after- 
noon. It is thought the murders may be 
the work of renegade Indians. from the south- 
western corner of Colorado and from Utah, who 
recognize no chief, and whose depredations in the 
past have been terrible. If these Indians belong to 
Ignaco’s tribe, then the situation is considered as 
very serious, and a universal outbreak may be ex- 
pected at any moment after the news reaches them 
of the indictment of four Indians for the murder 
of Jackson. The indications seem to be that they 
will immediately take the war-path. Gen. Pope 
answered the Governor. saying the report seems 
incredible, as Durango is only 14 miles from Fort 
Lewis, where four companies of infantry and one of 
cavalry are stationed, andif an outbreak had oc- 
curred as far back as May 5 he would have been 
given notice by Commander F. N. Lewis, and states 
that reports received by him to-day from Uncom- 
pahere, at the White River Agencies, indicate 
everything peaceable. Nine companies of regular 
troops left Kansas City for Uncompahgre to-day.

MRS. LOCKWOOD IN MARYLAND. 


A CARROLL COUNTY JUDGE REFUSES TO 
ADMIT HER TO PRACTICE. 

BALtTrmMoreE, May 10.—Mrs. Belva Lockwood, 
the Washington female lawyer, yesterday applied 
for admission to the Bar of the Carroll County 
Court, at Westminster, Md. To-day Judge Hay- 
den, presiding, denied her application for admis- 
sion and reviewed the law of the State upon the 
subject. Mrs. Lockwood, in her argument for her 
admission yesterday, rested her case upon section 
6 of article 59 of the Revised Code, which says thet 
upon the application of any lawyer, who may have 
practiced or have been licensed to practice in any 
other State, District or Territory of the United 
States, for admission to practice in the courts 
of this State, it shall be the duty of the court to 
whom he shallapply to admit him upon the same 
terms that a citizen of Maryland would be ad- 
mitted to the courts of the State, District, or Terri- 
tory in which such applicant may have practiced. 
In this section the words ‘‘he”’ and “him” are 
used, and upon this point Mrs. Lockwood referred 
the court to rule 6 of therules of interpretation 
of the Code, to the effect that “the masculine 
includes all genders, except where such 
construction would be absurd and —unrea- 
sonable.” Judge Hayden ruled adversely 
to her application, on the ground that it would be 
absurd in this section to make the pronouns he 
and him referto any but the masculine gender. 
This decision created much comment, as Mrs. 
Lockwood has already been admitted to practice 
in the United States District Court at Baltimore 
and in the Circuit Court of Frederick County, in 


this State.

SMALIL-POX IN A DELAWARE CITY. 

WitmincTon, Del., May 10.—The small-pox 
is prevalent in this city to an alarming extent, and 
at the opening of the May term of the Newcastle 
County criminal courts here, yesterday, the Judges 
were Officially informed by the Trustees of the 
Poor of the state of affairs, in order that they might 
adjourn the court without doing any business if 
they deemed it proper. The Trustees, in a letter 
tothe Chief-Justice, called attention to the fact 
that a large number of cases were now under treat- 
ment at the hospital connected with the Alms- 
hoase, and that there were about 75 cases in various 
parts of the town, and expressed fear that the as- 
sembling of a large crowd of witnesses and specta- 
tors, belorging in large part to the lower classes, 
among which the disease is principally raging, 
would tend to spread the pestilence throngn the 
rural districtsand uninfected parts of the city. The 
court concluded to proceed with business as usual. 
A panic was created among the waiting crowd be- 
fore the court opened by the presence of a man be- 
lieved to have been suffering from small-poxin a 
light form. A boy who livesin a house where there 
are several cases of the disease was also noticed in 
the court-room, Both were immediately removed.

A MURDER LEFT IN MYSTERY. 

ScRANTON, Penn., May, 10.—The Coroner’s 
jury was busy here all day investigating what is 
pronounced a mysterious murder. The victim was 
found Sunday morning in Washington-avenue, in 
the most central part of the city, with his skull 
cracked. A woman on her way to early mass was 
the first to see him. Although alive, he was unable 
to speak, and the Police took him to the Lacka- 
wanpa Hospital, where he died last evening. No- 
body knows who he is or how he came to his death, 
although the testimony given before the jury to- 
dav as to the nature of his wounds goes to show 
that he was foully dealt with. His pockets were 
empty, and nothing was found on his person to 
furnish a clue to his identification or show where 
he came from. The jury did not complete its la- 
bors to-day, as the authorities are determined on 
making the investigation as thorough as possible,

SHOWING UP THE STAR ROUTE 
SWINDLES IN OREGON. 

THE EX-8ENATOR’S IMPRUDENCE IN NOT PAY- 
ING AN AGENT—THE DIRECTIONS GIVEN 
FOR OBTAINING PETITIONS AND MAKING 
BIDS—-DORSEY FULLY IDENTIFIED WITH 
THE BUSINESS, 

San Francisco, May 10.—A_ dispatch 
from Portland, Oregon, says: ‘‘ The telegrams 
from Denver, Col., which have been published, 
giving information that legal proceedings had 
been commenced against ex-Senator Dorsey, 
of Arkansas, now Secretary of the National 
Republican Committee, for services rendered 
to obtain an increase of mail service and get 
additional pay therefor on the star routes in 
Oregon, attracted much attention here, the 
more so from the fact that it was 
stated that the papers on which the 
suit had been instituted at Denver had been 
received there from a well-known attorney 
at Portland, and that the claimant was a 
well-known politician here. The Oregonian 
set on foot an inquiry to-day and got to the 
bottom of the transaction, and the history of it 
fully identifies ex-Senator Dorsey with the 
star route business. Theclaimant in the suit 
is Frank R. Wilcox, who, though formerly 
connected with politics in Arkansas, has not 
appeared prominently in politics here. He 
went to Arkansas from Ilinois in 1869, and 
became acquainted with 8. W. Dorsey there. 
He was the Secretary of the State Republican 
Committee of Arkansas, though he never held 
other office, and bore a prominent part in the 
election of Dorsey to the Senate. Desiring to 
get out of politics, he left Arkansas and came 
to Oregon in 1877, When Dorsey began to 
operate in star routes in Oregon he remem- 
bered that Wilcox had come to this State, 
and, as his relations with him had been 
of the most intimate kind, he fixed upon Wil- 
cox as the man to help him work up to higher 
figures the mail routes in which he had oe- 
come interested. Dorsey first telegraphed to 


| persons in Portland to learn if Wilcox was 
| here. 


Having ascertained that he was, he 
wrote him, stating what service he wanted 
performed, and directed him to go to Eugene 
City, giving him instructions at the same time 
how to get up petitions, have them signed, and 
make sub-contracts for carrying the mails. 
The petitions were to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington to be used in getting service and the 
pay increased for the service reauired. Wil- 
cox was to receive $5 a day and his expenses. 
Before starting for Eugene City he received 
the following telegram:

All my other letters written,to Eugene City.

“‘Money being received for expenses, Wilcox 


| wont to Eugene City, where he received Dor- 


sey’s other letters, with memoranda directing 
him how to proceed. The route Dorsey first 
wished to operate on was out from Eugene 
City, across the Cascade. Mountains, to 


Mitchell, in Eastern Oregon, by the way of | 


Pine Vale. The route is aimost wholly unne- 
cessary, as it passes through nearly uninhab- 
ited country, and the small centres of popula- 
tion on it east of the Cascade range are sup- 

lied by other routes. Dorsey drew up, with 

is own hand, and forwarded to Wilcox the 
following form of petition,-on which signa- 
tures were to be obtained and forwarded to 
the Postmaster-General: 


‘We, the undersigned citizens of Bridge Creek, 
Oregon, beg to earnestly recommend to your 
favorable consideration an increase of mail service 
betwecn Eugene City and this place to a daily 
line, and ask that the speed be greatly increased. 
This route supplies a large and rapidly increasing 

opulation, and is the sole means of conveying 
intelligence to a great portion of Southern Oregon. 
We believe the public interest will be greatly sub- 
served by an early increase of this service, and we 
earnestly recommend it.’ 

‘* To this Dorsey added the following . words 
of instruction to Wilcox: 

‘Of course you want the wording as well as the 
handwriting of each person to be as different as 
possible.’ 

** Dorsey next proceeded to instruct Wilcox 
how to sub-let routes, as the following telegram 
shows:

Make contract for Bridge Creek route for speed 
of fouranda half miles an hour, three trips a 
week—no sub-contract to be filed, but payment to 
be guaranteed by me personally.

“Fearing that Wilcox would not fully under- 


stand, Dorsey at a later hour on the same day 
telegraphed as follows:

New contract becomes necessary because the 
old firm is dissolved and business passes into new 
hands. Must have new contract orno pay. Make 
contract on aenee Creek route for three. six, and 
seven trips on schedule of four miles an hour; also, 
the same on Looking-glass route. Telegraph me 
fully before closing avy contract. Deal with re- 
sponsible men. S. W. DORSEY. 

**Here the old trick is apparent. The old firm 
is dissolved, that is, the straw bidder was 
pushed out of the way, and the ring was now 
making itsnext move. Hereis the next tele- 
gram: 

Wasnrneton, D. ©., May 3, 1879, 
To F. R. Wilcox: : 

I haye no interest in the star route except the 
Bridge Creek and Looking-glass contracts. On 
Bridge Creek, one, three, six, and seven times a 
woek, on a schedule of 50 hours. .On the prices 
named in my letter of the 16th, the department de- 
mands four miles an hour speed, and you must 
make a contract covering that speed or more. Do 
not Jeave out the following: Three times. $8,000; 
six times, $15,000; seven times, $16,500. Telegraph 
me fully before you close the contract.

“The following is the last telegram sent to 
Wilcox at Eugene City: 

WasEIncton, May 3, 1879, 
F. R. Wilcox: 

I presume you understand you must make con- 

tracts betore you try to get up papers for increase. 
8. W. DORSEY. 

“As aresult of these operations by Dorsey in 
the Oregoa mail contracts, he got the compen- 
sation for carrying the route from Eugene City 
to Bridge Creek increased from $2,468 to 
$21,460. The contract stands in the depart- 
ment as received from Eugene City to Mitchell, 
and is in the name of J. M. Peck, a brother-in- 
law of S. W. Dorsey. The Looking-glass route, 
so frequently referred to in the above dis- 
patches, was ‘expedited’ under Dorsey’s man- 
agement from $1,800 to $15,475 a yezr. 

* The next question was to get the route in 
Washington Territory ‘expedited.’ This 
was the route from Wallula to Pleasant Grove, 
on the Upper Yakima, Under directions from 
Dorsey, Wilcox went to Wallula on an errand 
similar to that which he had performed at 
Eugene City, where Dorsey telegraphed him 
as follows: 

WASHINGTON, June 10, 1879, 
F. R. Wilcox, Walla: 

Have you done anything with the Wallula and 
Pleasant Grove route? Answer.

‘*Though Dorsey telegraphed Wilcox that he 
was interested only in the Bridge Creek and 
Looking-glass routes in Oregon, the statement 
is probably to be indareioedt only as a notice 
to Wilcox that these were the only routes that 
he (Wilcox) was to work upon, for the greatest 
swindle of allisin the route from Dalles to 
Baker City, by way of Cafion City, which 
stands also in the name of J. M. Peck, Dorsey’s 
brother-in-law.

USELESS SERVICE STOPPED. 
AN ORDER DISCONTINUING EIGHT 8TEAM- 
‘BOAT ROUTES IN THE £0UTH. 

Wasuineton, May 10.—Orcers were is- 
sued to-day by the Post Office Department 
discontinuing steam-boat mail service forth- 
with on the following routes in the South and 
South-west: Memphis, Tenn., to Wittsburg, 
Ark., 140 miles; cost of service, $12,133 per 
annum. Camden, Ark., to New-Orleans, 671 
miles; cost of service, $30,000. Jacksonport, 
Ark., to Batesville, Ark., 50 miles; cost of ser- 
vice, $3,959. Little Rock to Fort Smith, Ark., 
260 miles; cost of service, $9,000. Service on 
the following steam-boat routes will be discon- 
tinued on Aug. 1: Elizabeth City to Fairfield, 
N. C., 100 miles; cost cf service, $5,374 per 
annum, and from Elizabeth City to Williams- 
ton, N. C., 120 miles; cost of service, $11,779. 
Point Clear to Gasque, Ala., 47 miles; cost of 
service, $3,584. Mobile to Selma, 310 miles; 
cost of service, $6,000. 

After a careful examination, Postmaster- 
General James ascertained that the service for 
nearly all of the intermediate offices on these 
routes is performed jointly by the steam-boat 
and inland star route contractors, and that the 
entire service can be satisfactorily performed 
over the star routes alone by simply extending 
them in a few localities. These extensions can 
be made in every instance ata very slight ex- 
— compared with the cost of the steam- 

oat service, which will be discontinued. The 
aggregate cost of the service on these eight 
steam-boat routes is nearly $82,000 per annum, 
and it is estimated at the department that the 
extension of the star routes necessary to cover 
the points not now touched by them will not 
cost more than $7,000, and thus a yearly saving 
of $75,000 will be effected. In addition to the 
routes mentioned, a score or more of short 
routes in tbe South and Seuth-west, which 
have been maintained at a cost varying from 
$100 to $500 per annum, will be discontinued at

DISCUSSIONS IN THE PARIS CONFERENCE— 
INDIA’S POSITION. 

Parts, May 10.—Signor Luzatti, Italian

M. Thoerner, Russian representative, advo- 
cated monometallism, but said he recognized 
the necessity for a subsidiary employment of 
silver. M. Ruscons advocated bi-metallism. 

Thirty-four delegates were present, includ- 
ing Sir Louis Malet. The next meeting will 
be held on Thursday, when M. Cernuschi, Mr. 
Dana Horton, and Signor Seismit-Doda will 
speak,

In the House of Commons to-day Mr. Glad- 
stone, in reply to a question, said India was 
represented at the Monetary Conference after 
America and France had accepted the terms 
under which she was willing to be represented, 
namely, that she would not thereby be com- 
mitted to any resolution taken, but all pro- 
posals would have favorable consideration 
with a view to the re-establishment of the 
value of silver.

THE MARCH OF EVENTS IN THE 
RUSSIAN EMPIRE. 
SIGNIFICANCE AND EXTENT OF THE RISING 

AGAINST THE JEWS—THE UKASE MODI- 
FYING PEASANTS’ RENTS AND PROVID- 
ING FOR TRANSFERS TO THE WORKING 

CLASSES. ; 

St. Pererspurc, May 10.—The Official 
Messenger says: ‘‘ Disturbances at Kieff began 
at noon on the 8thinst. Several Jews were 
injured and some booths and shops were pil- 
laged. The military restored order and ar- 
rested 500 persons. The disturbances were re- 
newed on Monday, but were suppressed by the 
troops, when a woman was killed and several 
other persons were injured, 

The Journal de St. Petersburg states that 
the Russian troops escorting the family of the 
Ameer, Abdurrahman Khan, will only pro- 
ceed as far as Nasari Shereef, the first frontier 
town. 

The ukase relative to peasants’ rents, the 
terms of which have been settled, is expected 
to be issued in a few days. Gen. Melikoff and 
M. d’Abaza have been its principal promoters. 
Experience of 20 years has shown that the 
payments imposed upon peusants for land re- 
ceived at the time of the emancipation of the 
serfs brought much more benefit to the landed 
proprietors than to the peasants. In many 
cases these payments amount to more than the 
whole income capable of being derived from 
the land. The ukase will decree that proprie- 
tors and peasants may come to a vo untary 
agreement tor the complete transfer of owner- 
ship to peasants until Jan. 1, 1883, when 
the period of obligatory transfer will begin. 
In the meantime, the annual payments 
will be reduced forthwith to a rate which the 
peasants are able to pay, and assistance will 
be afforded them to redeem their holdings. 


‘The Government will assume the payment of 


9,000,060 rubles annually to indemnify the 
roprietors tor the reduced payments received 
rom the peasants, which will be taken from 

the accumulated profits of the State Bank, now 

amounting to about 100,000,000 rubles. 

Prof. Dragamanoff writes to the Fall Mal! 
Gazette from Geneva: ‘The significance of 
the recent anti-Jewish rising in Russia is much 
underrated. It extends through the Ukraine, 
which is full of Jews, between whom and the 
peasantry there has been an undying hatred 
tor centuries. The troublé does not originate 
in religious.animosity. Itis purely social. It 
is the beginning of a social war, long foreseen 
by these familiar with the condition of the 
Ukraine. It may assume frightful propor- 
tions. Of the 3,000,000 Jews in Russia, an 
immense majority are crowded together in 
the towns and cities of the South and West. 
In many towns they form a majority of the 
population. Through their hereditary voca- 
tions as usurers, spirit dealers, traders, &c., 
they have made themselves masters alike of 
the indebted landlords and of the unfortunate 
peasants. Itis the deep-rooted detestation of 
the peasant for the money-lender which is 
breaking out in the Ukraine.”

LonpDoN, May i1.—A correspondent at Paris 
telegraphs a letter from a well-informed cor- 
respondent in Russia, who says it would be 
vain to attempt to describe the situation 
at Elizabethgrad. The town looks as if it 
had been devastated by a hurricane, Whole 
streets are literally razed. All the 
Jews’ houses and shops’ have been 
sacked. Bonds have been stolen and 
destroyed. People hitherto well off are 
beggars. Thousands of Jews are homeless 
and are subsisting on charity. Many were 
seriously wounded and several killed. The 
authorities have forbidden the opening of sub- 
scriptions for their relief.

THE IMPERIAL WEDDING. 

A GALA DAY AT THE AUSTRIAN CAPITAL— 
THE WEDDING PROCESSION AND CERE- 
MONIES. 

Vienna, May 10.—The marriage of the, 
Crown Prince Rudolph, of Austria, and the 
Princess Stephanie, of Belgium, was most im- 
posingly solemnizea at the Church of St. Au- 
gustine to-day. An immense multitude col- 
lected in the streets through which the imperial 


and royal personages proceeded to the church. 

The weather was cold, but not rainy. At 11 
o’clock the procession started from the palace 
and proceeded to the church in the following 
order: The Archdukes and foreign Princes, in 
fuli uniform, walking in pairs, followed by 
Prince Rudolph in the uniform of a Major- 
General. Then came the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, having on his right the King of the 
Belgians, both being in Generals’ uniforms. 
Then came the bride, with the Empress 
of Austria and the Queen of the Bel- 
gians on either hand. The trains of the 
three ladies were borne by the principal 
ladies-in-waiting. Princess Stephanie wore a 
magnificent robe of cloth of silver, with a 
train elaborate in embroidery, orange blos- 
soms arranged in bunches looping up the dress,,. 
and a veil of Brussels lace specially made for 
the occasion. Her mother, the Queen, wore a 
blue velvet dress, trimmed with lace, and the 
Empress wore a pale gray dress, trimmed with 
Brussels point lace. The trains of the foreign 
Princesses and Archduchesses were borne by 
pages and ladies of the palace. Another 
group of officers completed the procession. 

An Lour before the commencement of the 
ceremony the church was densely crowded by 
a brilliantassembly. A fanfare of trumpets 
signaled the arrival of the bridal party at the 
church door, where they were received by 
Cardinal von Schwarzenberg at the head of 
his clergy. Their Majesties took seats 
under a canopy over a throne. The bridal 
pair proceeded to the places before the 
sanctuary rails, where they offered a short 
prayer. Aftera briet address from the Car- 
dinal, the marriage ceremony was proceeded 
with. At the moment the rings were ex- 
changed peals broke forth from the bells of the 
city and salvos of artillery were fired. At the 
conclusion of the ceremony a Te Deum was 
sung, after which the Hofburg choir executed 
an old German march. The newly married 
pair, accompanied by the other imperial and 
royal personages, then returned to the City 
Palace of the Hofburg. 

The Church of St. Augustine, where the 
marriage ceremony was performed, is the 
ehurch of the imperial household. 

In commemoration of the marriage the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph has founded 22 scholar- 
ships at various schools and has. given 100,000 
florins for the free admission of 10 pupils to 
the establishment for the education of the 
daughters of officers. He has also granted 
complete or partial amnesty to 331 persons im- 
prisoned for varic:s offenses, 

All the diplomats, Generals, and other dig- 
nitaries assembled in the Hofburg this after- 
noon and were presented to Prince Rudolph 
and his bride, who later in the day departed 
for the Chateau of Laxenberg, where they ar- 
rived at 7 o’clock this svening. They were en- 
thusiastically welcomed by the people, and the 
town was illuminated. The Prince and 
Princess of Prussia bade them farewell during 
the afternoon, and will leave for Berlin to- 
morrew. The Prince of Wales will proceed to 
Festh, to be present at the entry of Rudolph 
and Stephanie. 

The bridal procession walked from the Hof- 
burg Palace to the Church of St. Augustine 
through the Argus Passage, which route is 
always used on_ such occasions. The 
display in the church was magnificent; day- 
light was excluded and the sacred edi- 
fice was lighted with countless small gas-jets 
around the pillars and walls. Their Majesties 
were much affected when they embraced the 
bride and bridegroom after the ceremony. 
The Archbishop of Vienna and Primate of 
Hungary assisted Cardinal Schwarzenberg.

The walls were draped 
with American flags, and the tables were set off by 
baskets of flowers, bouquets, and pieces. repre 
senting’ the industries; of the nation. The main 
table, reserved forthe presiding officer and the 
more distinguished guests, was spread on the wes 
side of the hall, running northand south. Over 
this hung the great seal of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and upon it rested baskets of flowers and 
two set pieces, one representing an elevator, with 
a canal-boat anchored at its side, and the othera 
train of cars passing,over a rocky promontory. 
The balcony in which the band was stationed 
was draped with the American flag, and in 
addition to this a forest of evergreens 
rose from its railing, completely hiding the musi: 
cians from sight. At each cover a button-hole 
bouquet was neatly entwined inthe folds of the 
naphin, and these small bunches of flowers, com. 
bined with the baskets which were distributed elf 
‘over the tables, made the air fragrant with per 
fume. Five long tables. running east and wes‘ 
from the main table, were lettered A, B, C, BD 
and E, and each accommodated 45 guests. The 
main table was presided over, in the absence o/ 
President S. D. Babcock, by James M. Brown, 
Vice-President of the chamber. On his righ/ 
were the Hon. William Windom, Secretary 
of the Treasury; the Hon. Levi P. Morton 
the Rev. Dr. W. F. Watkins. the Hon 
Henry S. Sanford, Chauncey M. Depew, V@ H. Dra 
per.

The invited guests began to assemble in the 
parlor at 6:30,-and a half-hour was passed in socia 
converse before the march to the dining-room be- 
gan.

James M. Brown, the Vice-President, 
led the procession, with Secretary Windom on his 
arm, and the rest of the guests followed in regulaz 
order. Dr. W. F. Watkins asked a blessing, and 
the company then seated itself to eat one 
of tne most elaborate banquets which Dek 
monico has spread during the  preseni 
season. This required nearly three  nours. 
At 9:30, Vice-President Brown called the gentle. 
men to order. and after expressing his regrets at 


the absence of President S. D. Babcock, he read a 
letter from him explaining that an attack of se- 
vere hoarseness prevented him from being present, 
After the reading of this letter the Rev. Dr. George 
D. Wildes made a brief speech, apologizing for 
the absence of President Babcock, and offering as 
atoast ‘the better health of the President of the 
Chamber of Commerce.” This toast was drunk 
amid great enthusiasm. Acting President Brown 
then offered the first regular toast of the evening— 
“The President of the United States—now the 
chief magistrate of fifty millions of people.” in 
answer to this the band played “* Hail to the Chief,” 
and Mr. Brown read the following letter:

SECRETARY WINDOM’S SPEECH. 
The next toast was ‘‘The National Treasury 
—best honored in the integrity of its adminis 
tration,”’ and Secretary Windom arose to respond 
He was greeted with a burst.of applause which en- 
dangered the stability of the tables. Secretary 
Windom said: 


**T am profoundly grateful to you for this kindly 
expression of feeling, and 1 am grateful to you alsa 
for the invitation to he present on this occasion. 
It is due to you, as well as to myself, however, to 
say that the extreme pressure of public duties 
which has been upon me for the last two or thres 
weeks has utterly prereenes anything like prepara~- 
tion of a speech such as I should otherwise 
be glad to deliver. It will, however, 
be to your. interest, perhaps, that If 
have been thus pressed; for, had I found the oppor- 
tunity to prepare it, Ishould probably have mads 
a speech that would take me some minutes to de- 
liver. Asitis, having had no chance whatever to 
think uponthe subject—for Ihave been engaged 
during the last three or four weeks discussing 
questions of appointments to clerkships in the 
Treasury Department—I shall be very brief. 

“Tl appreciate, Mr. President and gentlemen. the 
opportunity of appearing before the merchants of 
New-York and participating with you in this mag- 
nificent banouet. For several years past I have 
devoted a great deal of attention to the industria! 
and commercial interests of the country, and Iam 
intensely interested in everything that looks to theiz 
promotion. When I remember what a country 
we have, and the magnificence of its commercial 
metropolis. and when I look forward a little into 
the future and forecast what middle-aged men wil! 
live to see—that this is, I believe, now to be the 
greatest nation ou the face of the earth, and New- 
York the leading commercial metropolis of the 


world. [Applause and loud cheering.] I say wher 


I look forward to this event, which, I think. is in 
the near future, and remember that I am now in 
the presence of an organization 113 years old, out 
numbering the days of the Republic, I feei a sense 
of pride and gratification which I cannot ado: 
quately express. I avail myself of this opportunity, 
however, to speak a little more directly to the sub- 
ject of the toast to which Iam called to respond— 
“The Treasury of the United States... Wher 
the present Administration came into .power 
onthe 4th of March, it found a maturing debi 
of nearly $700,000,000, $200,000,000 of which (or 
$195,000,000 and over) bore 6 per vent. interest, anc 
was payable on the first day of July next. About 
$470,000,000, bearing 5 per cent. interest, became 
redeemable on the first day of May, the present 
month, but not absolutely payable. The Adminis. 
tration found itself without any funding bill pro 
vided for the<purpose of refunding this large 
amountof indebteduess. Twoquestions presented 
themselves. 

First, shall an extra session of Congress be 
called for the purpose of meeting the emergency 
which would arise within two or three months, ot 
shall some other mode be adopted which will ob- 
viate the necessity of an extra session of Congress 
and make the requisite provision for this debt ¢ 
The President of the United States—and I think we 
all agree with him very well on that subject—recog- 
nized the fact that an extra session of Congress iy 
® very expensive luxury; expensive not in tha 
money cost, perhaps, but in the fact that dur- 
ing an extra session of Congress the businesg 
of the country is usually unsettled and deranged, 
and that business men dislike to embark in enter 
prises requiring large investments because they de 
not know what the effect of legislation may be 
upon the investments. But I need not tell you 
why an extra session of Congressis not regarded 
as very desirable, especially in midsummer. fLauch. 
ter.| It was, therefore, thought desirable to ob- 
viate it if possible, and then a plan must ba 
adopted which would meet these bonds and 
preserve the oredit of the United States. ‘The 
plan adopted was one which would not disturb an¥ 
of the business interests of the country, not ‘ostle 
them nor jar them in the least, and which wouid 
not cost any considerable amount of money. it 
was a sort of self-acting, seif-reaulating process, 
and lam happy to announce to you to-night, Mr. 
President ana gentlemen, the grand success 
which has followed the adoption of that 
policy. {Applause.}] Theat $195,000,000 of 6 ner 
cent. bonds, which would fall due on the ist 
of July. were called. as you are aware, with 
the promise of payment on that day, but persnis- 
sion was given to the holders to come forward, it 
they desired to do so—as a favor to them—aad ac- 
.cept 814 per cent, interest, instead of having t!:0 
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monéy paid to them on the ist day of July. 
{Laughter.] The limitation of that privilege ex- 
pired to-day, on the 10th day of May. They were 
given one month to exercise the right to reduce 
the interest from 6 per cent. to 844 per cent., and 
that limitation, as I say, has expired to-day. I will 
read to you now, Mr. President and gentlemen, a 
dispatch which was sent to me, at my request, at 4 
o’clock this afternoon, from the Assistant Secre- 
tary of jhe Treasury. It is as follows: 
WASHINGTON, May 10. 

Six per cent. bonds received and opened, $144,000,- 
000: There ere 189 packages of bonds unopened! 
Applause.] Notice received for continuance for about 
17,500,000 more! rrobably about $170,000,000 in or 
heard from! [Applause.}] Leaving only about twenty- 
Ove millions, iuciuding the bonds heid abroad of the 
entire $195,000,000. [Applause.]} 

“Now, in bringing this about, Mr. President and 
entlemen, the business interests of the country 
1ave not been affected in the slightest degree!

It has 
not cost the Governinent $2,000 to do 
it! TfApplause.] I don’t know but it may be said

claimed, ‘and may the Lord

MR. DEPEW AND OTHERS. 

After the reading of the letter three cheers 
were proposed for Senator Conkling, but there was 
no response except hisses. A letter from Senator 
T. C. Platt was then read, regretting that at a late 
hour he had found he could not accept the invita- 
tion. The next toast was, ‘* The State of New-York 
—among the earliest of the competitors for the 
commerce of our vast interior. It will not 
forego its destiny;’? and Chauncey M, Depew was 
called upon to respond. ‘‘Having been an active 
partisan and politician,” Mr. Depew said, “‘all my 
life, lam glad to be among a party of gentlemen 
with whom politics and partisanship do not exist. 
I have responded ten times, this year, to the 
State of New-York, and I thought that by this 
time J should be in a _ position to write 
one of the two letters that have just 
been read. The merchants of New-York 
defied the Stamp act, and precipitated the Revolu- 
tion.4:They surrounded Washington when he was 
inaugurated the first President of the Republic. 
They are not the same as the merchants of rival 
ports. The Baltimore merchant is now rejoicing 
in new discoveries that we discarded twenty 
years ago. Philadelphia and Boston mer- 
chants are glad to secure a_ position sufii- 
be invited to a partner- 
ship with a New-York firm. The Erie water- 
way should be made equal to the demands of the 
time. The trunk lines which feed Boston, Balti 
more, and Philadelphia are striving, in despair, 
to reach this City. The 8 cents a hundred 
charged in our harbor is a disgrace to our 
State. Our piers and bulkneads should wel- 
come the commerce of the world, without price. 
Our ships are a relic of barbarism. Spain, a tenth- 
rate power, could blockade every one of our ports. 
{will close with one single word, ‘ Monopoly.’ 
Give New-York a monopoly of trade. and Ohio 
may have a monopoly of Presidents.” 

To the * City of New-York, soon to be acknowl- 
edged as the commercial metropolis of the world,” 
Controller Allan Campbell responded, as soon as 
the applause which greeted his rising allowed him 
to be heard. Mr. Campbell 
great interest in the commerce of New-York, but 
he was not a taiker, He was happy to say 
that the credit of the City, like that of the country, 
was very sound. He had issued bonds at 84% per 


; cent., as low asthe rate of the United States. What 


is to make this City the great metropolis of the 
world? asked the speaker. First of al] the 
great and magnificent harbor, then the Erie 
Canal, and then the grand = system of 
which centre in the City. In 
a little more than half a century the Erie Canal has 
united the State of New-York to ali the States of 
the West inthe golden bonds of commerce. Mr. 
Campbe!l thought that what was wanting to as- 
sure the commercial supremacy of the City wasa 
better municipal Government. What was 
wanted was a little more home rule 
in the City. New-York was capable of 
governing herself, 2nd should be allowed to do so. 
Single-headed departments were the one thing 
needed tomake New-York the grand City which 
she should be... But, notwithstanding all this, New- 
York was a great city, and was bound to become 
the commercial metropolis of the world. 

The Rev.: Dr. Wilbur F. Watkins followed Mr. 
Campbell. He said that he had been a citizen of 
New-York only four days, and it was a pleasure to 
him to remember that the first document he ever 
received in New-York was an invitation to the 
annual dinner of the Chamber of Commerce. He 
was impressed by what he hed seen during the 
evening—with the modesty of the citizens of New- 
York. [{Laughter.] He had only just come from 
Baltimore, which was a city of elevators and clean 
streets. ‘“‘I know,” seid Dr. Watkins, “that we 
New-Y rkers are very delicate about our streets. 
We don’t like to talk of them. [Laughter.] I beg 
that what I have said about Baltimore’s clean 
stre@ts may be considered as having no refer- 
ence Whatever to the controversy about which 
I have read in our Baltimore papers.” 
Dr. Watkins said he did not represent that type 
of theology which held itself aloof from affairs and 
men of affairs. He was glad to look in the face of 
the men who were making of this City the great 
‘* What would we minis- 
ters do without you men who make the money 
which we teach you how to spend?’ asked the 
speaker in conelusion, a question which was greeted 
with a roar of laughter and a burst of applause. 

Prof. J. J. White, of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, responded to the seventh toast—*' Educa- 
tion at the South and its Relations to the Mate- 
rial Welfare of the Country—May _intelli- 
gence develop business enterprise and bring 
solid growth and permanent prosperity to 
the Southern States of the Union.” He 
said he was glad to be able to show by his 
presence his appreciation of ths interest mani- 
fested by the great commercial representatives of 
this City in the cause of Southern education, and he 


| accepted the broad, liberal, and catholic sentiment 


of the toast with the utmost cordiality 
in behalf ot all his brother-laborers in the South- 
ern field. The Chamber seemed truly to recognize 
that education was the handmaid of commerce, 
and these two were. in fact, the most important 
factors in the broblem of the highest and best civ- 
flization. He was glad to have heard here that the 
credit of the country and of the State of New-York 
was safe, and he was sorry he could not say the 
same tor bis own native State of Virginia. But he 
was able to say that if the people who paid the 
taxes of Virginia were allowed to control that 
State, her debt, too, would be paid to the last 
dollar. [Applause.] Speaking of the negro educa- 
tional question, he said be was familiar with the 
negro habits, quality, and character from his boy- 
hood, aud that what the negroes wanted was to 
be educated, and educated ali over. They must 
be taught industry, for they were a people not 
at all addicted to the vice of intemperance in labor; 
{laughter:} they must be taught habits of fore- 
thought, to save a part of their earnings, and to 
think for themselves and those dependent on them, 
as well as to say prayers, sing hymns, and read the 
Bible. The greatest difficulty the friends of educa- 
tion encountered In the South was the inadequacy 
of the means of educating the people in the higher 
branches of learning. 

Dr. William 5. Lraper responded tothe toast, 
“Our Medicai Advisers—they allure to brighter 
worlds, and teach the way,” ‘The doctors,” he 
said, ‘‘ will find their proper place, in relation to 
this banquet to-morrow. Doctors are one of the 
most flourishing cropsof this country, and they 
might well be madean article of export. By this 
overflow of doctors the surplus population (e re- 
moved. I could not lead you toa hotter world 
than this has been to-night.” 

The Rev. Dr. William M. Taylor spoketo the 
toast, ‘“‘Our Religious Teachers.’’ Gen. Horace 
Porter was to respond to the toast, ‘The Army,” 
but he had gone home.

THE FIST NIGHT OF “ VIRGINIUS.” 

A BRILLIANT AND ENTHUSIASTIC AUDIENCE 
AT THE DRURY-LANE THEATRE—OPIN- 
IONS OF THE CRITICS—A TRIUMPH FOR 
THE AMERICAN AOTOR. 

Lonpon, April 26.—In,spite of the other 
competing attractions of the town; notwith- 
standing that it was the first night of Parlia- 
ment after the Easter recess; although the 
Beaconsfield funeral of to-day engrossed a 
large and general attention, Drury-lane last 
night was crowded with a thoroughly repre- 
sentative audience to welcome the American 
tragedian, Mr. John MoCullough, and to wit- 
ness his representation of Virginius. Mr. Mc- 
Cullough is even more modest than his best 
friends proclaim him if he continue the 
same unaffected, unassuming gentleman 
as we have always known him to be 
under the influence of this latest ex- 
tension of his popularity. A party of 
Americans had come all the way from Paris 
to swell the welcome of his English audience, 
Mr. Mackay, Mr. Florence, Mr. Lawrence 
Jerome arrived’in London on Saturday. 
They occupied one of the royal boxes, on what 
is technically called the O. P. side of the thea- 
tre. In adjacent boxes were Mr. Lowell, the 
American Minister, and a party; Mr. Edwin 
Booth and some friends, Lord and Lady 
Mandeville, and the Duke of Beaufort 
and party. In the stalls were Mr. 
and Mrs, Smalley, Col. Reynolds, Mr. and Mrs. 
Moncure Conway, Lord Hedley, Mr. Howard 
Paul, Mr. Bowker and Mr. Lilly, Mr. Moy 
Thomas, of the Daily News; Mr. E. L. Blanch- 
ard, of the fra; Mr. Clement Scott, of the 
Telegraph; Mr. Watson, of the Standard; Mr. 
Saville Clarke, of the Scotsman; Mr. Joseph 
Knight, of the Atheneum; Mr. Dunphie, of 
the Morning Post, and other well-known 
critics. The audience was characteristic in all 
parts of the house, very different to that which 
has been drawn to the Drury-Lane by “The 
World,” an East End or Bowery piece, which 
owed its success, in the first place, to its re- 
markable stage management of startling 
and realistic effects, and secondly, to the 
popularity of spectacle among a_ vast 
number of the working and ‘‘sight-see- 
ing’’ people of this great metropolis. At the 
same time there was at Drury-Lane a fair pro- 
portion of the regular habitués of pit and gal- 
lery, with, however, a leaven of the discrimi- 
nating and critical ‘ pitites’” and ‘gallery 
boys’’ who favor the legitimate drama. Mr. 
McCullough may be congratulated upon re- 
ceiving the indorsement of such an aucience 
as this, aristocratig, critical, plebeian, assem- 
bled in ‘‘the national theatre.” It says much 
for the tragedy and the actor that from first 
to last the house accepted both with enthusi- 
asm, and that no person Jeft the theatre until 
they had calied the American artist for final 
manifestations of satisfaction after the closing 
scene. 

BEFORE THE PLAY. 


On Saturday night Mr. McCullough dined 
at the Green-room Club, the guest of Mr. John 
Toole, There were some twenty or thirty lead- 
ing London actors present. It was an early 
dinner, in order that the artists might get to 
the theatres in time for their several perform- 
ances, Mr. Toole proposed Mr. McCullough’s 
health im a felicitous speecb, referring to 
the kindness he had received at the hands of 
the American during his visit to the United 
States, speaking of his friend’s distinction as 


| an actor, and predicting for him a great suc- 


cess on Monday night. The toast was drunk 
with great cordiality, and Mr. McCullough’s 
response was the token for a hearty round of 
applause. The Savage Club, which has just 
entered upon its new premises in the Savoy, 
on the Thames Embankment, received Mr. Mc- 
Cullough soon afterward. The Savage has 
among its members many actors, but it has 
also numerous authors, journalists, and artists, 
so that long after the Green-room Club men had 
gone to their night’s work behind the foot- 
lights ‘‘a big crowd” were still enjoying the 

leasure of coffee, cigars, and music when Mr. 
feCullough appeared, It was the sec- 
ond ‘house dinner” of the season. The 
new rooms are a superb. suite on the 
ground floor of Lancaster House, and they 
are the first the Savages have ever owned out- 
side a hotel. Lotos members coming to Lon- 
don will now find at the allied Savage Club 
accommodations, if not equal to their own 
far in advance of anything hitherto provided 
by the more artistically characteristic London 
associations. The Savage still adheres to the 
rigid lines of its original qualifications for 
membership—that of a working occupation in 
literature, journalism, art, 2nd science. It 
was, therefore, a miscellaneous assemblage 
whom Mr. McCullough met—authors, paint- 
ers, scientists, men of distinction earning their 
incomes in these different branches of the 
arts. He had nv sooner entered the 
handsome dining-room (a palatial apart- 
ment) than the Chairman of the day (Mr. 
Cutler) rose, and in some pleasant, hospitable 
words gave health and success to Mr. John 
McCullough, ‘an ornament,’’ he said, “of the 
American stage; an actor whom, from all he 
had heard of him, London would welcome 
on Monday and have their greeting worthily 
justified by a true artist and a good fellow.” 
The toast was drunk ‘‘ up standing’”’ and with 
‘*ajl the honors.” In reply, McCullough ac- 
knowledged, ina simple, impressive way, the 
great kindness he had received since his arri- 
val in London, and in conclusion he said: 
*T will honestly admit to you that 
I do not share the confidence with 
which your Chairman is good enough to feel 
and to express about my appearance on Mon- 
day. I am nervous and fearful, but depend 
upon it I shall do my best, and as regards my 
abilities, whatever they may be,I can only 
say that I shall feel far more at home in mak- 
ing a speech to you after next Monday night, 
when you will know whether I am a good 
actor or a bad one.”’ A ringing cheer, with 
cries of ** Bravo!’’ followed these remarks, and 
soon afterward the speaker was gelitney asked 
if he would object to recite. Hedid not object, 
but gave ‘‘ The Vagabonds” in a manner that 
suggested much repressed power, which was 
duly noted and loudly applauded. I noticed 
many ‘‘Savages’” among the audience at 
Drury Lane last night, according to the actor 
their verdict of approval. 


THE PLAY AND THE CRITICS. 


McCullough was nervous. He did not be- 
tray it to the audience. But his friends did 
not fail to discern it. You could see his color 
come and go right through his ‘‘ make-up.”’ 
Leaving his dressing-room, he had been over- 
whelmed with kindly words and good wishes 
from all parts of the United States, from 
many places in England, and from many 
leading Londoners. There were cables of 
good cheer from the United States, East 
and West, from New-York City and Syracuse 
to St. Louis and California; there were tele- 

rams from Liverpool and Bristol; there were 
etters from Henry Irving, from John Toole, 
from Fernandez, and other metropolitan 
actors; and from a liberal shower of these 
dumb greetings on paper he walked for the 
first time upon the stage to the ringing cheers 
of a great London audience in that Drury 
Lane Theatre where the Keans and the Kom- 
bles had awakened responsive echves in what 
may be called the classic cae of English dra- 
matic and histrionic art. He would not have 
held his sympathetic spectators for 10 minutes 
had he been so devoid of sensibility as to be 
unmoved on such a stage, in presence of 
such an audience, and with so many 
hands saying in their eloquent noisiness 
“Welcome! We want to like you very 
much and we hope you will enable 
us todoso.’’ There was an evident sense of 
relief in the excited house when the actor began 
to speak and move about. His rich voice, his 
calm, self-possessed manner, the dignity of his 
poses, the graceful folds in which his toga fell 
about him; all these points were recognized by 
the critical crowd, and they had their due in- 
fluence with the less sophisticated multitude. 
In New-York when McCuilough: played Vir- 
ginius last, I thought his voice suggested too 
much hard work; it had a worn sound in its 
varied ca:lences; jast night it was full of musi- 
cal resonance, and for many ald play-goers it 
had in it reminiscences of the great edians 
who are gone. The tender ges of the first 
act were a little marred ‘the coldness of 
Virginia, (Miss Cowell,) and the want of ex- 
perience of Icilius, (Mr. G. Harris,) but the 
audience was aiive to these shortcomings. Miss 
Cowell looked sweetly pretty, her action was 
graceful, and there was a nice, girlish gentle- 
ness in her manner; but, although the part 
makes no demand on the powers of passion or 
tragic force, it requires a warmth and geniali- 
ty of expression for the development of a girl’s 
devotion to her father, ber affection for her 
lover, her deep sense of injured honor under 

tion of Caius Claudius, which a 


et mastered. She looked the part to perfec- 

on, but was not altogether successful in her 
impersonation. On the other hand, Mr. 
Harris, while he did not realize the gallant 
manly bearing of Icilius was so thoroughly in 
earnest and every now and then gave so much 
promise of future excellence that he won a 
good deal of honest commendation. At the 
end of the first act Mr. McCullough was called 
before the curtain to receive the verdict of the 
audience, which was given to him in a general 
burst of eppieute. This was twice repeated at 
the end of the second act; and thrice at the 
end of the fourth. He did not play up to his 
American ** form” until the dungeon scene in 
which he encounters ig eae Claudius, (Mr. T. 
H. Barnes,) and here he rose to a pitch of 
grandeur that could hardly have been excelled 
by any of his great predecessors. There sat 
close to my stall Mr. Moy Thomas, of the 
Daily News, one of the most experienced and 
exucting of critics, and certainly there is no 
writer in London who expresses his views with 
a more fearless independence, Mr. Thomas is 
gray in the service of his journal. You rarely 
see a London critic applaud under any circum- 
stance, It is their business to be at the theatres 
on first nights, and if they applaud or dissent 
they do it next day in their papers. But 
last night Mr. ‘Thomas was betrayed 
into a _ distinct outward expression of 
admiration during the dungeon scene, and I 
was curious this morning to look up my Dvily 
News and see what the critic had said about it. 
These are his words: ‘‘The finest part of his 
acting was in the fifth act, which, coming after 
the death of Virginia, would, in the hands of a 
less skillful dramatist, have almost inevitably 
proved an anti-climax. As itis the scene in 
which the father, bereft of reason, pleads to 
Appius, now disgraced and in prison, to re- 
store his child, oblivious both of the tyrant’s 
fall and of the hideous scene in which he has 
been chief actor, is intensely pathetic, and 
is in the highest degree dramatic. There 
Mr. McCullough displayed a degree of tender- 
ness which in the earlier scenes had been Jess 
couspicuous than the actor’s rudeenergy. His 
final awakening, as it were, from a dream to 
strangle his oppressor, was not without a cer- 
tain element of grandeur. On the whole, Mr. 
McCullough’s performance was highly success- 
ful, and was received with much enthusiasm.” 
This is careful criticism and honest. Its value 
will be best understoodiu London. The discip- 
line which Mr. Thomas enforces upon himself in 
the Dai!y News is that of a conscientious jour- 
nalist, whose ap saan is bound up in that of 
his paper and the responsibility attaching to 
its opinions. Last night’s debate and 
the coming obsequies of the dead Tory 
chief have crowded criticisms to-day out 
of the Zimes, Standard, and some other 
papers, but the Daily Velegraph makes a point 
of being concurrent in its news with thestrical 
events. Mr. Clement Scott and Mr. Blanch- 
ard, of the Telegraph, were both present, but 
yesterday the latter held a brief for the ra, 
and Mr. Scott wrote the notice which an- 
peared this morning. Mr. Scott’s pen jumps 
exactly with the svirit of the Jelegraph. 
Where it likes, it likes heartily; where it has 
hard things to say, it says them with all its 
might. ‘ihis morning’s criticism gives full 
and enthusiastic expression to the feelings and 
opinions of its critic, and in interpreting the 
sentiments of the audience which thundered 
its unstinted applause of the new actor after 
every important scene. ‘‘It is not too much to 
say,’ declares the 7elegraph, “‘ that a finer rep- 
resentative of Virginius the character can never 
have had. If we are to believe statues, coins, 
pictures, and all that has been handed down to 
us from old Rome, then Mr. McCullough is 
Roman: from his head to his sandals. The 
well-molded classical features, the thick bull 
neck, the shapely arms and limis, the 
massive appearance, and the = splendid 
stride—all these things are Roman pure 
and absolute. Mr. McCullough is as Roman 
in his look as is Miss Ellen Terry 
Grecian in her movements. And he is more 
than a mere picture of a Roman: there is 
nobility, and there is grandeur in physique, 
style, and stature.’’ In other respects the 
notice is critical, and it warns Mr. McCul- 
lough that some of his most pathetic sentences 
are in danger of being lost on this great stage, 
Once or twice the actor dropped his voice 
a little, or appeared to do so; but now 
that he has fairly tested the acoustic 
qualities of the theatre he will be able to regu- 
late any little matters of detail of this kind. 
The one great thing to be recorded is his suc- 
cess; that is unquestioned. Mrs. Arthur Stir- 
ling was a thoroughly efficient Servia; Mr. 
Gibson an excellent Numiterius; Mr. Barnes 
a superb-looking Appius Claudius, now and 
then rising to the demands of the character, 
his cnly defect being that he cannot look nor 
speak like a villain; Mr. De Lange’s 
Caius Claudius was a burlesque of the 
Roman ruffian in dress, manner, and delinea- 
tion, and the tragedy suffers immensely by 
this serious mistake in the cast. Mr. De Lange 
has his line, and in it is a good actor, but 
it is not in his line to wear a toga, nor 
to play in tragedy. Dentatus had a 
worthy representative in Mr. John Ry- 
der, the last of the Macready school 
in England, who has all the dignity 
of it without any of its mouthing and trick- 
iness. Thereis no elocutionist on the English 
stage to-day equal to John Ryder in spite of 
his age. It would be too old a story in these 
columns, and especially at this time, to attempt 
a criticism of Sheridan Knowles’s work, or of 
Mr. McCullough’s Virginius. It is sufficient 
that I convey to the reader an interpretation 
of the opinions of the London audience and 
the critics. In justice to Mr. G. Harris, the 
lessee and manager, (who played Icilius,) 
and to the veteran stage director, Mr. 
Edward Sterling, (whose two volumes 
on ‘‘Old Drury Lane’’ were recently reviewed 
in THE Trums,) it must be said that the tragedy 
was admirably mounted, the grouping of the 
supernumeraries excellent. Indeed, ‘ Vir- 
ginius’”’ has never had a finer setting than that 
at Drury Lane to-day, nor in my time has it 
had so characteristic, dignified, and impressive 
a Roman father as Mr. John MeCullough. 
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STRIKING SWITCHMEN AT CHICAGO. 

CxIcaGo, May 10.—The situation in regard 
to the switchmen’s strike gives rise to fears that it 
may endintrouble. During the past week, while 
the delayed freight was piling up on the raifoads, 
the railroad companies arranged to bring fresh 
gangs of men from the different points along their 
lines, and employed new men in the city, so that 
yesterday there was genera! activity in the switch- 
ing yards, and some of the roads were enabled to 
attack the miles of blockaded freight on their 


tracks. This aroused bitterness among the strik- 
ers, who interfered with the fresh hands wherever 
they found them unprotected by the Police, This 
morning 50 new men on the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Road were compelled by the 
threats of the :trikers to quit work at the stock- 
yards at Englewood. At some points trains were 
cut by having their coupling-pins taken out and 
carried away. So general is this cutting of trains 
that what switching is done has mostly to be ef- 
fected by the engines pushing uncoupled cars, over 
which they have no stopping control. The Police 
are being hurried from point to point as complaints 
are made, and their appearance is the signal for 
the stampede of the strikers, while their departure 
is seized upon by the strikers to resume their inter- 
ference with the new workmen. The strikera are 
exasperated at the thcught of the possible failure 
of their movement, owing to the employment of 
outside labor.

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NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 
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ARMY AND NA VY NEWS. 
A COURT-MARTIAL SENTENCE REMITTED— 
PRIZES FOR TARGET SHOOTING. 

WasHINGTON, May 10.—The general court- 
martial which tried First Lieut. Josepn Keefe, 
Fourtb. Infantry, sentenced him to be dismissed 
from the service. The President has, however, re- 
mitted the sentence in view of the recommenda- 
tion of the court and the Judge-Advocate-General, 
based upon the iong and faithful service of Lieut. 
Kecfe and the mitigating circumstances in his case. 
Col. J. M. Bacon, aide-de-camp, has been ordered 
to accompany the body of First Lieut. W. V. 
Wolfe, Second Infantry, from this. city to Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

Secretary Lincoln, Adjt.-Gen. Drum, and Col. 
Barr will leave here early next week for Leaven- 
worth, Kan., where they will inspect the military 
prison. They will be absent from Wasbington 


about 10 days. Gen. McDowell, commanding the 
Military Division of the Pacific, will meet them at 
Leavenworth on the 20th inst. 

General o/ders have been issued by the War De- 
partment establishing a system of rewards to en- 
courage target practice in the regular Army. 
There will be three grades of competition and 
prizes—department, division, and Army. A repre- 
sentative of each company, troop, or battery will 
first contend for the honor ofa piace in the depart- 
ment team of 12. These teams, when selevied, will 
subsequently compete for places in a division team 
of 12 and for prizes. the first being a gold medal of 
the value of $100. Finally, everv alternate year, 
the General of the Army will select from 
the reports of rifle practice in the entire Army a 
team of 12 of the best shots to compete for the 
Army prizes. The first prize will be a gold medal, 
value $200; the three next marksmen’s rifles, and 
the remaining eight silver medals. A challenge 
trophy, worth $500, is also to be offered as a prize to 
the company, troop, or battery making the best 
average shooting during any month in the year. 
This trophy is what is known as the Ne- 
vada badge. It is a large and handsome 
badge, made of Nevada gold and silver, and was 
presented by citizens of Nevada and sent by Gen. 
C. C. Batterman, of that State. to the Army and 
Navy Journal, of New-York. to be offered as a 
prize to encourage company practice. The editor 
of the Journal, Col. William C. Church. holds this 
badge as Trustee, and it will be transferred each 
year on the award of the Adjutant-General. to 
the champion rifle company of the Army. The 
announcement of the result will be made in gen- 
eral orders from the Head-quarters of the Army, 
and the words ‘Holders of the Nevada Badge” 
inscribed by the winning company upon their 
monthly returns of target practice, and entered 
against their names in the official Army register. 
The orders referred to provide also for the en- 
couragement of hunting, and rifles and ammuni- 
tion will be furnished to the men for this purpose. 

Commander John A. Howell has been ordered 
to duty as assistant in the Bureau ot Ordnance. 

The Naval Institute prize for 1881, consisting of 
$100, a gold medal, and alife membership of the 
Institute, for the best essay on ‘' Types of Armored 
Vessels and Unarmored Cruisers best Adapted to 
the Needs of the United States,” has been awarded 
to Lieut. Edward W. Very. The judges of the 
award were Commodore W. N. Jeffers, Chief of 
Ordnance; Chief Constructor John Lenthal. and 
Chief Engineer J. W. King. The award in this in- 
stance has an especial interest, as Lieut. Very and 
Chief Engineer King published at the same time 
last year rival works bearing the same name, ‘*The 
Navies of the World.” The subject was treated in 
an entirely different manner by the two writers, 
and while both were highly spoken of, both in this 
country and in England, opinion was very much 
divided regarding them. As the judges of the 
award of the prize had no means of knowing the 
name of the writer, Chief Engineer King has un- 
wittingly paid the highest compliment possible to 
his rival. 

Rear-Admira] J. C. Howell, commanding the 
European Station, reports under date of Port 
Mahon, April 22, forwarding a report just received 
from Commander O’Kane concerning his visit to 
Chio. Admiral Howell says: ‘‘ Commander O’Kane 
had very properly anticipated my orders, and I 
shall take pleasure in writing hima letter com- 
mending his action.

THE GREAT CHIO EARTHQUAKE. 
EFFICIENT AID RENDERED BY A UNITED 
STATES WAR VESSEL. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The following re- 
port has been received from Admiral Howell, com- 
manding the Euvopean squadron: 

Unitenv States 81#amMER GALENA, (third rate,) | 
Curo, Turkey, April 9, 1881. } 
Rear-Admiral J. ©. Howell, United States Navy, 

Commanding Naval Force on Kuropean Station; 

Simm: I have the honor to report that near the 
hour designated in my letter of the 5th inst. I left 
Constantinople for the purpose of assisting the 
sufferers from the destructive earthquake of the 
8d inst. I arrived here on the morning of the 7th 
inst., having been delayed 12 hours on the way by 
an accident, the details of which I shall at an early 
date report toyou. Iat once called on the Gov- 
ernor, Sadyg Pasha, and offered such assistance as 
it wasin my powerto render. I found that the re- 
ports I had received of the disaster had been exag- 
gerated. The loss of life cannot at the present 
time be accurately computed, and the esti- 
mates vary all the way from 2,000 to 15,000, the 
latter being, of course, very much too great. In 
my opinion, the number killed is about 5,000 or 
6.000. There were two destructive shocks at an 
interval of a quarter of an hour, the first causing 
the greatest loss. After them, and up to the pres- 
ent time, there has been a succession of minor 
shocks, which, however, cause no further damage. 
Almost all the houses onthe greater part of the 
island have been either thrown down or so shat- 
tered as to be uninhabitable. Iam having an in- 
vestigation made of the phenomena attending the 
catastrophe, and shall communicate the results to 
you in a detailed report. I have had parties 
ashore every day employed in extricating 
dead bodies, tearing down unsafe walls, and 
tringing in the ounded from the surround- 
ing country. I have established a hospital 
tent ashore, and shall probably have to put 
up another to-day, as the 22 wounded which our 
men brought in yesterday completely filled up the 
space remaining in the first tent. There are still 
hundreds of persons inthe villages who have as 
yet received no medical attention whatever. [ 
have seen no evidence of want of food among the 
people, the want in that respect having been am- 
ply supplied, but the want of medical care is ex- 
tremely pressing. The natives here exhibit a most 
astonishing indifference to the sufferings of their 
own people, and we have had to compel them to 
aid in carrying the wounded. I have been very 
much pleased with the zeal exhibited by both the 
officers and men of the shipin allthe work they 
have been required to perform since our 
arrival at this place. The following ships are at 
present in this-port, viz.. the Turkish guard-ship 
from Smyrna; the French Avisos, Boune, and 
Voltigeur, the English gun boat Bittern. and the 
English Ambassador’s yacht Antelope. The Aus- 
trian stationaire Taurus was here for several days, 
but left on Thursday. I shall remain here until 
the authorities have made provision for the care of 
the wounded I have collected and am still bringing 
in. I shall then proceed to Smyrna, take in a sup- 
ply of coal, and await your further orders. I am,

THE CONVERSION OF SIX PER CENTS. 

WasHineton, May 10.—The 6 per cent. 
bonds received at the Treasury Department to-day 
amounted to $13,679,950, making the total amount 
received to date $126,231,800. There are in the 
office of the Treasurer papers authorizing the con- 
tinuance of $17,723,550 more, making the actual 
receipts $143,955,350. There are also 189 packages 
of bonds which have not been opened, and no satis- 
factory estimate of their contents can be made. 
Notices of intention to contintie have also been re- 
ceived from many holders of 6s, covering large 
amounts, and, with the additional time for presenta- 
tion, it is believed that nearly allo: the bonds will 
be presented for continuance. The continued 
bonds are reported as selling at a premium of about 
1 percent.

MEETING OF THE ALUMNI—STEPS TO RETAIN 
1HE UNDERGRADUATE DEPARTMENT. 

A meeting of the Alumni Association of the 
University of the City of New-York was held last 
evening in the University Building, with President 
Aaron J. Vanderpoel in the chair. Among those 
present were Chancellor Crosby, William R. Mar- 
tin, John E. Parsons, the Rev. A. R. Thompson, 
Smith E. Lane, Dr. 8. O. Vanderpoel, the Rev. Dr. B. 
B. Aycrigg, Profs. Benjamin N, Martin, H.W. Baird, 


and G. W. Coakley, Judge Van Brunt, William E. 
Dodge, Jr., the Rev. Dr. Phranea, of Sing Sing; the 
Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, and Dr. Henry D. Noyes. 
After the Chairman had explained that the object 
of the meeting was to take some action in regard to 
saving the academic, or undergraduate,department, 
which the Council of the university had proposed 
to discontinue and asked that. in the discussion to 
follow, personalities be refrained from, a letter 
from John Taylor Johnston, ihe resident of the 
Council, was read, saying the fa t that the under- 
graduate department was not wanted by the public 
had forced itself on his mind, and that, therefore, 
he deemed it wise to discontinue it, at least for 
a while. Chancellor Crosby being called on to ex- 
plain the difficultyin the way of continuing the 
department, said that 11 years ago, when 
he consented to become  Chanceilor 

the hag eg 8 it was made to him 
known that the raising of $250,000 was abso- 
lutely necessary for the full development of the 
academical department. Up to this day not one 
dollar of that amount has been raised. There was 
a time when $200.000 had been promised, condi- 
tional on the raising of the remaining $50,000. 
He had personally made every effort to obtain 
this amount, but failed, and consequently the 
conditional subscriptions were not paid. He then 
came reluctantly to the conclusion that it would be 
a wise thing to suspend the undergraduate depart- 
ment until funds could be procured for its proper 
maintenance. He had so expressed himself at the 
time, but the proposition was not received with 
favor by the members of the Council, and 
he had never broached it again. The 
present movement was not made . by 
him nor with his knowledge. Speeches were made 
by Prof. Martin, Prof. Baird, the Rev. Dr. Phranér, 
the Rev. Dr. Thompson, and others in favor of con- 
tinuing the department. Mr. John E. Par- 
sons defended the action of the Coun- 
cil, and said that what was needed was 
some practical action, and not inflammatory 
speeche:, which would go for nothing the 
morning after they were listened to. At the close 
of the discussion resolutions were adopted ex- 
pressing surprise at the actionof the Council, re- 
monstrating against its being carried into execu- 
tion, thanking the Council for its faithful 
services, and pledging the co-operation of 
the Alumni in a movement to secure the 
endowment needed to perpetuate the academical 
department and enlarge its usefulness. The Rev. 
Dr. Wilson Phr ner. the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
the Rev. Dr. Edward Hopper, Judge Van Brunt, 
and Dr. Henry D. Noyes were appointed a commit- 
tee to meet the Council and determine a course 
of action and report to a subsequent meeting of 


the Alumni. 
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TWO SUICIDES. 

Freely W. Rodgers, a clerk in the employ of 
L. Schepp & Co., at No. 178 Duane-street, committed 
suicide yesterday morning by shooting himself in 
the head with a pistol at hisresidence, No. 119 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth-street. He was 


suffering from insanity, produced by malarial fever, 
was 31 years of age, and leaves a widow and two 
small children. For 10 years he had been in the 
employ of Schepp & Co., and attained the respon- 
sible position of head clerk of the establishment. 
On the recommendation of his physician he took a 
trip to Bermuda for the benefit of his health, and 
returned to this City a month ago not much im- 
proved. Since then his health has been worse, and 
his actions have caused the utmost alarm to his fam- 
ily. On Monday evening he went to hed at 100’clock, 
his usual hour. and spent a very restless night. He 
arose at 8 o’clock yesterday, and, when partialiy 
attired, left his bedroom and entered a small room 
in the rear, which is used as asitting-room. A few 
moments afterward the pistol-shot startled the oc- 
cupants of the house. Mrs. Rodgers rushed into 
the room and found her husband lying on the floor, 
having shot himself through the left temple. A 
physician was summoned, but life was found to be 
extinct. 

James Hanlon, a dissipated shoe-maker, 45 years 
ot age, committed suicide early yesterday by tak- 
ing laudanum whilein the apartments of Henry 
O'Keefe, inthe tenement-house at No. 156 West 
Fifty-second-street. He had previously made two 
attempts to destroy himself, once by taking poison, 
and again on Thursday by jumping into the river. 
He was found dead at 2 0’clock yesterday, and an 
empty vial, which had contained laudanum, was 
found under his bed. His brother, who is a well- 
to-do shoe-dealer, took charge of the remains for 


interment. 
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NATIONAL TEM: ERANCE WORK. 

‘The National Temperance Society commem- 
orated its sixteenth anniversity in the Broadway 
Tabernacle last evening. Mr. William FE. Dodge 
presided, and upon the platform were the Rev.

Chairman Dodge delivered a brief address, after 
which Secretary J. N. Stearns read the annual re- 
port.

ON TRIAL FOR WIFE-MURDER. 
William O’Donnell, a laborer, was placed on 
trial before Recorder Smyth, in General Segsions, 
yesterday, on a charge of murdering his wife. <As- 
sistant District Attorney Lyon, in stating the case, 
said that the prisoner, with his wife Bridget and 


grown-up daughter Margaret, lived on the second 
floor of the two-story house No. 206 East Righty- 
fifth-street. On Sanday, Feb. 13, the daughter was 
visited by a number of young men, and a general 
carousal was indulged in. In the evening a quarrel 
was heard in the roomsof the O’Donnell family, 
anda Mrs. O’Brien, who lived in the rear, saw 
O'Donnell make a savag: attack on his wife, beat- 
ing her mercilessly, and kicking her on the head 
and body as she lay on the floor. He then dragged 
her body out of the room, and placed it near 
the foot of the stairs, to make it ap- 
pear, the prosecution claim, as if she had 
fallen down stairs. Mrs. O’Brien called a neighbor 
and went to the rooms occupied by the O’Donnell 
family, and there found Mrs. O’Donnell almost 
naked. bleeding profusely from wounds on the 
head and body. he Police were called in, and 
the injured woman was taken to the Presbyterian 
Hospital, where she died three days after. O*Don- 
nell was indictea for murder in the first degree, 
but the evidence of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, as elicited on the trial yesterday, would seem 
to indicate a lower grade of crime. Mr. Hugh 
Coleman, counsel for O’Donnell, will go into the 
defense to-day after the daughter of the prisoner 
has been examined by Mr. Lyon for the prosecution.

STABBED BY HER HUSBAND. 

John McCabe drives an ash cart for the 
Street-cleaning Bureau. He is married and has 
two young children. The family live at No. 427 
West Sixteenth-street. Bis wife, Mary Ellen, is of 
intemperate babits. Shortly after 6 o’clocx last 
evening McCabe returned home and found his 
wife had gone out, leaving their children home 
He went out in search of his wife, and 
found her at her father’s house, No. 44914 West 
Sixteenth-sireet. She was under the infuence of 


liquor, and he upbraided her for her conduct, and 
asked her to go home with him at once. She re- 
fused, and a bitter quarrel ensued, during which 
he said that unless she went home with him im- 
mediately he would throw her out of the win- 
dow. She stili refused, and McCabe seized her 
by the throat and dragged her toward 
the window. Convinced that her husband meant 
to earry his threat into execution, she fought des- 
perately for her life. Finding himself baffed by 


her resistance, McCabe took a clasp-knile from | 


his pocket, opened it quickly, and tefore his wife 


could escape, pinged the large blade Into her left | 


groin, inflicting a terrible wound. The woman sank 
to the floor, and McCabe, evidently believing that 
he had killed her, rushed out of the house into the 
street. He hastened down to the dumping board 
at the foot of ‘West Twenty-first-street, and, after 
fastening a brick to bis neck with a piece of rope, 
jumped headlong into the water, but he was 
cued by Patrolman James Smith, of the Sixteen 
Precinct. and some He was taken 


the West Twentieth-street Police station, wher« 
on being questioned he related the story of the 
stabbing as given above, and said that having 
killed his wife he had determined to destroy him- 
self. Officers were sent to the residence of Mrs. 
McCabe’s father, and there the woman was tound 
almost exhausted from lossof blood. An ambu- 
lance was summoned and she was removed to the 
New-York Hospital. McCabe was locked up to 
await the result of the injury to his wife.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


SHE PQLICE INVESTIGATION. 
MOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE AS TO THE CODER 


ADOPTED BY THE HEALTH BOARD, 

The Police investigation was resumed yes- 
grday in the Mayor’s office. W. H. Kipp, the 
deputy clerk of the Police Board, produced the 
minutes of the Board for 1877. The witness read 
from the minutes of May 21, 1877, arule passed by 
the Board of Police, which provides that the code 
of the Board of Health is adopted as the rule of 
the Police Board and specified as rule 88. This rule 
orders that al! ordinances of the Board of Health 
shall be enforced. The witness was called on to 


read rule 694. This rate provides that throwing 
any ashes, garbage, or any rubbish whatever in 
any street of the City is a violation of the law. 
Rule 730, as read by the witness, provides that 
all streets must be thoroughly cleaned from time 
to time, and kept thoroughly cleaned by the Street- 
cleaning Bureau. Rule 732 states that the Board 
of P: lice bas established the Bureau _cf Street- 
Cleaning. Rule 738 establishes the office of the 
Insvector of Street-cleaning. All the rules of the 
iepartment referring to the cleaning of the streets 
Were read by the witness and placed in evidence 
by Mr. Andrews. The production of this evidence 
consumed 4) minutes, Mr. Kipp being required to 
tead each of therules. The witness testified that 
the minutes of the Board of Police show no change 
le any of the rules since they were adopted. — 

Mr. Bartictt, counse! for Commissioner Nichals, 
cross-examined the witness. He askedif there was 
any entry in the minutes pricr to May 21, 1877, re- 
ferring to the preparation of this manual. Mr. 
Kipp said that there was, but the books containing 
it were not in the Mayor's office.” He had not been 
called upon to produce them. To Mr. Root the 
witness said that a record was kept of the violation 
of the sanitary ordinances, but the record was, not 
fn the room. He was asked to produce it and- 
promised to do so. No record, he said. was 
kept in the Police Department of the acts 
of the sanitary squad except as to steam 
boilers and manufactories. Under the law 
of 1879, 28 patrolmen' and 2 roundsmen were de- 
tailed to do duty as the sanitary squad under the 
direction of the Board of Health. and this squad has 
been kept full ever since. Whenever the Board of 
Health has asked for the removal of individuais, 
luring that time, the Board of Police has always 
pranted the request, and detailed new men to fill 
he vacancies thus created. The manual adopted 
before that of 1877 was authorized by the 
Board Feb. 7, 1873. Mr. Root put in evidence 
acopy of this manual, from which Mr. Kipp read 
all the rules made for the government of the 
Btreet-cleaning Bureau, which were substantially 
the same as those under which the department is 
now acting. The reading of the rules occupied 
three-quarters of an hour. The boos of the de- 
partment, 14 volumes, giving the number of arrests 
made by the Police from May 20, i879, to April 2, 
1881, were offered by Mr. Root, and marked for 
identification by the stenographer. Col. Bliss said 
that the defense would have to refer to several 
hundred arrests recorded in the books, and 
asked that they be admitted in evi- 
fence. Mr. Andrews objected to the books 
ts wholly immaterial, and also claimed that 
they could not be introduced on the cross-examina- 
tion of the witness. Mayor Grace sustained the 
objection, and Mr. Kipp was spared the reading of 
14 thick folios, which it would have taken him sey- 
eral days to read. Col. Bliss and Mr. Root insisted 
on the reading of a part of the record, which, they 
claimed, would show that the Corporation Attor- 
ney had failed to do his duty. and that because of 
this failure the Police Commissioners were unable 
to clean the streets properly. Mayor Grace said, 
after the argument had proceeded for some time, 
* Gentiemen, this is a serious question, and I will 
reserve my decision. We will adjourn now until 
Friday morning at 11 o’clock.”’

EXPERTS 1N WHITTAKER’S CASE. 
ANOTHER WITNESS FOR THE DEFENSE— 
WEARY OF EXPERT TESTIMONY. 
Major Merrill offered the following expres- 
tion of opinion for adoption by the Whittaker 
rourt-martial yesterday: ‘‘ The court will decline 
0 hear any further accumulation of expert testi- 
mony on the subject of handwriting. The court 
has given this subject a most patient and careful 


hearing on all sides, and has permitted the widest 
latitude to an examination extending through 
nearly 10 weeks, aud is now satisfied that no valu- 
ible information can be conveyed by further testi- 
mony on this head. The court feel competent to 
peal justly with the question before it involving 

andwriting on the expert evidence already be- 
fore it, without consuming any more time and ex- 
pense in that direction.”” The court reserved its 
decision as to the adoption of the paper. — 

The defense introduced as their next witness Mr. 
David N. Carvalho, a photographer of thisCity. Mr. 
Carvalho is one of the shrewdest as well as the most 
practical of the long list of experts who have ap- 

-peared in this case. His testimony was listened to 
y the court with the keenest interest. He pro- 
duced two immense photographs, enlarged to 
many times the size of the note of warning. This 
enlargement, he testified, showed certain points in 
the note which the photographs examined 
the Government experts failed to dis- 
tlose. In the note as originally written, he 
claimed that there were certain breaks between 
many of the letters, notably between the “ k”’ and 
the “e” in the word ‘‘keep,” and between the 
“x” and the ‘‘e’’ in the word “fixed.” It was his 
theory that some person—he could not undertake 
to say who—had been carefully over the original 
note with a lead-pencil and had joined these letters, 
which, as originally written, were separated from 
one another. It was this junction, he declared, 
which had been mistaken by the Government ex- 
rts for a peculiar characteristic of Whittaker’s 
andwriting. What had been pointed out 
y these same experts as _ nerve-tremor 
Whittaker’s writing was, in reality, Mr. 
Carvalho testified, dune to the retouching process 
to which the note had been subjected with the pen- 
til. In other words, he explained, those experts 
had been comparing the letters of Whittaker’s 
writing with letters in the note of warning 
which had been thus retouched, having failea 
so discover the original breaks. The witness ridi- 
tuled the underwriting which expert Southworth 
tlaimed to have discovered. A circumstance which, 
to him, compelled the belief that the underwritin 
was imaginary was the fact that Mr. Southwort 
failed completely in a private exhibition to fix. un- 
fler the stereoscope, the places of the letters of the 
alleged underwriting in the same spots where he 
fixed them on his photographs. As a matter of 
fact, the witness claimed, this underwriting was 
nothing but an optical delusion. 

On his cross-examination by Judge-Advocate 
Gardner, Mr. Carvalho was asked whether he had 
not testified as an expert in handwriting in the in- 
vestigation of the forged Morey letter. ‘Yes, I 
am ashamed tosay Idid,’”’ was his reply. The 
pourt adjourned until to-day, when itis expected 
that Major Sumne: will offer a resolution still 
further reducing the time in which to finish this 

ng-drawn-out case. 


CAMP PROVES AN saLiBi. 

The trial of John R. Camp, engineer and 
assistant sexton of St. Bartholomew's Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Madison-avenue and Forty- 
fourth-street, who was charged with gagging Nel- 
ie Cunningham, was concluded in the General 


Sessions Court yesterday, and resulted in the ac- 
quittal of the accused. The defense was an alibi, 
in support of which Mr. James D. McClelland, 
ounsel for the accused, examined Mrs. Christine 

acKenzie and Mrs. Sarah Trainor, both of whom 
Were engaged in cleaning St. Bartholomew's 
Church on the day of the alleged burglary, and 
testified that at the hour at which Miss Cunning- 
bam swore the outrage had been committed, Camp 
was in the church engaged in the perform- 
ance of his duties. The Rey. Dr. Samuel Cook, 
Pastor, and Mr. Jacob Reese, Treasurer, of St. 
Bartholomew’s Church, testified to the prisoner’s ex- 
tellent character, and said that inthe event of his 
acquittal they would be willing to reinstate him in 
bis old position. Samuel G. Blakely, Captain of 
the company in the Seventy-first Regiment of 
which Camp is a member. also gave the accused an 
excellent character. Judge Gildersleeve decided 
that the good character of the accused had been 
amply established. The jury, after 10 minutes’ de- 
liberation, returned a verdict of not guilty. The 
announcement was received with a perfect storm 
of applause, which was with difficulty suppressed. 
Camp was then discharged by Judge Gildersleeve.

The Signal Service Bureau report inds- 
eates for to-day, in this tregion, , fair weather, 
southerly winds, stationary or ‘higher barom- 
eter and temperature. 

The speech of Mr. Winpom at the Cham- 
‘ber of Commerce. dinner last evening was 
marked by the announcement of the com- 
plete success of'the measnres of the Treasury 
Department with reference to the6 per cent. 
loan. He read a dispatch from: the Assist- 
ant Secretary stating ¢that only:about $25,- 
000,000 of the 6 perecents remained unex- 
tended. As this includes the bonds held 
abroad, (some $20;000,000,) it is safe to say 
that substantially all the 6 per cent. loan 
is provided for. The Secretary also an- 
‘mounced, what has been generally antici- 
pated, that the same process which has been 
eo successful with the 6 per cent. loan 
would now be applied to the 5 per cents, 
and therefis no doubt that it will meet with 
equal suecess. The statement of the Secre- 
tary was,made in a frank and straight- 
forward manner, and was very favor- 
ably received by the _ representatives 
of the commerce of New-York who were 
present. He modestly disclaimed any es- 
pecial credit for the policy which he ac- 
Knowledged was “ self-acting,’’ but it is no 
small claim to originality in these days that 
a ‘‘ self-acting’’ policy was discovered, and 
so quietly, safely, and successfully put into 
operation. 

Ex-Senator Dorsry appears in a most un- 
enviable light in the correspondence which 
is telegraphed hither from Oregon. In the 
exposures heretofore made of the star route 
frauds Mr. Dorsey’s name figured conspic- 
uously as a friend and indorser of some of 
the contractors who profited by the unjusti- 
fiable increase of compensation. If he was 
not a member of the firms charged 
with conspiracy,. appearances were very 
much against him. But the letters 
nnd telegrams which passed between 
him and his agent, Wuicox, relative to 
the ‘‘expediting’’ of service on star routes 
in Oregon and Washington Territory, prove 
that Mr. Dorsey was actively engaged in 
the star route business, and that he actually 
showed WILcox how to get up bogus peti- 
tions for increased service, as well as how to 
get rid of his own ‘“straw-bidders.’’ There 
can be no evading the responsibility for com- 
plicity in this business, which is now so 
clearly proved that.Mr. Dorsry’s recent de- 
mand on the Postmaster-General for a clean 
bill of health was a remarkable display of 
impudence. 


We trust that the new committee of con- 

_ ference to be appointed from the Senate on 
the street-cleaning bills will show a more 
accommodating spirit than their predeces- 
sors. Resolute as are the Committee 
of ‘Twenty-one in their support of 
the Senate bill, and indisposed as 
they are to take any responsibility 
for the success of a system which does not 
involve the direct and untrammeled initia- 
tive of the Mayor, we do not think 
that they are disposed to have their 
attitude pleaded in defense of the failure 
of all street-cleaning legislation whatever. 
Whatever may be said about the perverse 
blundering of members of the Assembly in 
dealing with this subject, that body has at 
least conceded something, and the amended 
bill presented by its committee comes as 
near to giving the Mayor the full powers 
demanded for him by the representatives of 
the citizens as could wellbe expected. The 
Assembly has, in fact, met the Senate a 
little more than half way, and on a ques- 
tion of practical legislation like this the ob- 
vious duty of all who want a radical change 
in the present system is to take the best bill 
they canget. There have been very free im- 
putations of motives all through this contro- 
versy, and while the disinterested public spirit 
and the personal sacrifices of the Committee 
of Twenty-one have entitled them to public 
respect and gratitude, the motives of 
some of the men who have been trading 
under their name in the Legislature have 
not been equally beyond suspicion. 
We believe the Carpenter-Hamilton bill to 
be a perfectly workable, though by no 
Means an ideally perfect, measure, and as 
the choice lies between that and the perpetu- 


ation of the present systemn, there can be no 
reasonable doubt as to the expediency of 
promptly accepting it. 


The nominations sent in by Mayor Grace 
yesterday are an improvement on the 
‘slate’ originally made out, in so far as 
the name of WiLtiam A. Boyp does not 
appear on the list. The depreciatory criti- 
cism made in Taz Trmes of yesterday on 
the selection of Mr. Henry H. Porter for 
Commissioner of Charities seems to have 
been entirely undeserved. Mr. Porter is 
not nearly related to ‘‘ Brtuy ’’ Boyp, either 
by kinship or character, and the charges 
made against him as one of the Build- 
ing Commission of the Jefferson Market 
Court-house were dismissed by a perfectly 
competent committee of investigation. His 
character and ability are vouched for by 
several Republicans of the highest respecta- 
bility, and all the evidence before us compels 
us to say that in his nomination the Mayor 
has made a most excellent choice. The 
same opinion must be given in regard to the 
selection of Mr. Witt1am Lummis as Tax 
Commissioner and Mr. N. L. McCreapy 
as Dock Commissioner, though the re- 
port that neither has been nominated with 
any hope of confirmation seems to be only 
too well grounded. The nomination of 
Purroy cannot be too strongly condemned. 
A worse type of the professional politician 
class with which this City is cursed could not 
have been found, and the effort to place him 
at the head of the Fire Department, where 
his peculiar views as to the disposal of pat- 
ronage are likely to do infinite mischief, is 
an act for which we trust the Mayor will be 
held to very strict account. 


The reports of the Trustees of both of 
the Park museums are before the pub- 
lic, and bills providing for appropria- 
tions for the benefit of both are now in 
the hands of the Governor. The extreme 
care with which Mr. Corne.u scrutinizes 
all bills involving the expenditure of 
public money, and the scrupulous regard 
which he has uniformly shown to the inter- 
ests of the tax-payers in dealing with meas- 
ures of this character, precludes the necessity 
of any advice to him in regard to the legis- 
lation in question. There are, however, 
some considerations which may be com- 
mended to the attention of the Trustees of 
both institutions now that they find it neces- 
sary to make increased demands for public 
support. In both cases there has been an 
honest desire to make the museums subserve 
the purposes of popular education for which 
they were primarily designed, and the sup- 
port of both has been marked by a con- 
siderable display of private liberality 
and public spirit. The Museum of Natural 
History has made no valuable contributions 
to any department of science, and in the 
line of original research its staff command 
no attention whatever from scientific inves- 
tigators. But it has begun a work of great 
value as an adjunct to the public schools, 
and in ‘spite of a certain narrowness 
of view on the part of some of its Trustees, 
it has accumulated a collection of perma- 
nent value. As now directed, it promises 
to be a credit tothe City, and deserves all 
the aid the City can give it. The ignorance 
and prejudice of the Trustees have seriously 
interfered with the development of the Mu- 
seum ot Art, and the callous indifference with 
which they pass over very grave charges 
against the morals and the methods of their 
Director is certainly not calculated to secure 
for them either the respect of archeological 
and artistic experts or the confidence of the 
public. A poll of the intelligent people of 
this City would show a large majority 
against trusting the Museum of Art with 
any more money till it can be shown that 
the money already given to it has been wise- 
ly expended. 


PROHIBIL10ON IN THE SOUTH. 


The sentiment in favor of prohibiting the 
sale of intoxicating liquors appears to be de- 
veloping with considerable vigor in some of 
the Southern States. It is organizing itself, 
in true American fashion, into a political 
party, and proposing to exercise its influence 
upon elections as the only way of reaching 
legislation. This kind of a movement is 
new to the South, but it is indicative 
of a healthy tendency. While the 
prohibitory -policy is itself founded 
on a wrong principle, and is not likely to 
be long upheld in an enlightened commu- 
nity, the sentiment which demands it springs 
from the recognition of certain very serious 
evils, and the effort to secure it is pretty sure 
to result in restrictions upon the liquor traf- 
fic which are altogether salutary. The tem- 
perance reform movement which began in the 
States of the North-east from thirty to forty 
years ago ran into many extravagances, not 
the least of which was the ‘‘Maine law’’ 
and its imitations, but it was nevertheless 
productive of good effects, not only on 
the habits of society, but on the standard of 
legislation. It has probably pretty much 
run its course in this part of the coun- 
try, and the very substantial distinc- 
tion between temperance and abstinence 
and between the regulation of the liquor 
traffic and its prohibition is becoming very 
generally recognized and understood. The 
relation between the rights of the individual 
and the rights of the community is also 
somewhat clearer to the popular mind than 
it used to be, and it is more readily admitted 
that citizens have personal rights which 
even the majority is bound to respect. 

But the South had no share in the agita- 
tion of the temperance question when it was 
rife in this section. Before the war its at- 
tention was occupied with the ‘‘ irrepressible 
conflict” and with the defense of its ‘‘ pe- 
culiar institution.”’ Since the war the sec- 
tional contest has prevented the minds of its 
people from relaxing from the old strain and 
indulging in agitations for local reform 
and social improvement. Nowhere, perhaps, 
have the evils of intemperance been more 
seriously felt than in the Southern States. 
The temperament of the South is credited 
with being more fiery than that of the North. 
Whether, independent of questions of race 
and social experience, there is any necessary 
connection between the climate and the 
spirit of the people may be matter for skepti- 
cism; but, whatever the cause, the Southern 
man has been quick to resent, to quarrel, 
and to fight. He has been too much 
addicted to brawls and _ bloodshed. 
Whisky has unquestionably aggravated and 
intensified the vices of the Southern tem- 
Derament. and been the powerful ally of 
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prejudice in the production of the cruelties 
that stain its record. It is.a wholesome 
symptom when the evils that infect society 
are recognized and acknowledged and an 
earnest effort is made to apply a remedy. 
The Southern people are gradually yielding 
to the influences which have been working 
upon Northern society during the years that 
they have been isolated under a different 
kind of civilization, or have been halting 
under the paralyzing effect of its traditions. 

Now the South is devoting itself to a 
development of its material resources; it is 
building up its industrial and commercial 
interests. Its young men no longer scorn 
the sordid spirit of gain, but are becoming 
ambitious of achieving the success that 
comes from a skillful use of enterprise 
and energy. As the people become 
more active and steady in the pursuit 
of wealth and the improvement of their ma- 
terial well-being, they give their thoughts to 
questions of education and social reform. 
They begin to realize that intemperance is 
destructive of labor and of wealth, and a 
disturbance to that order in the community 
which is essential to solid advancement. 
As gambling and dueling are gradually 
falling into the same disrepute that 
attaches to them in the North, so drunken- 
ness begins to excite the reprobation that it 
deserves, and the people .are bethinking 
themselves of the means of checking its 
ravages. They betake themselves, as other 
communities have done before them, to ef- 
forts to suppress the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. As a beginning they form a pro- 
hibitory party. 

As this is indicative of a social change 
that is salutary, it is alsoa symptom of the 
political transition that accompanies that 
change. Nothinghas been more unfortunate 
for the South during the past ten years 
than its continued attachment to old 
prejudices and political ideas and _ its 
absorption in sectional purposes. When 
questions of education, of temperance re- 
form, and of general social improvement 
begin to occupy the attention of its people 
and agitate public sentiment, there is evi- 
dence that the old tension is relaxed, that 
differences of opinion are developing, and 
that freedom of discussion is on the way. 
The local divisions that will be promoted by 
these new questions of domestic policy will 
help to break up the old solidity, and to pro- 
duce that pliability among the political and 
social elements that. will be favorable to new 
combinations and a better adjustment of 
parties. 


THE “COTION TIE” DECISION. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has decided 
that the ruling of the department in regard 
to cotton ties shall stand—that is to say, that 
the duty of 35 per cent. ad valorem shall 
continue to be collected, and that the duty 
of 14 cents per pound shall not be applied 
to this particular form of manufactured 
iron. Of the soundness of this decision, so 
far as concerns the authority of the Treas- 
ury Department and the requirements of 
the law, there can be no doubt, on the 
statement of the Secretary. Its eco- 
nomic effect is a different matter, 
as to which opinions will necessarily 
vary widely. The history of the matter 
as given by the Secretary is extremely inter- 
esting, and throws considerable light on the 
working of our so-called protective tariff. 
As some of our friends, who have a strong 
liking, not to say reverence, for the tariff, 
have complained that Taz Tres has not 
fairly presented the facts of this particular 
case, we Call attention to the statements of 
the Secretary, showing that we have at least 
given the manufacturers credit for as strong 
a claim as in reality existed, if not for one 
rather stronger than the facts justified. 

The Secretary points out that ‘‘the Treas- 
ury Department, from the first, attempted to 
maintain a classification of this article as 
hoop-iron, but was beaten in the courts, it 
being found by juries, as a matter of fact, 
that cotton ties, as such, were a well-known 
manufactured article in the market before 
1864, when the present tariff act was passed, 
and were not included under the general 
class of hoop-iron. At that time the price 
of iron was so high that the ad valorem duty 


.of 35 per cent. was about the same as the 


duty at 1} cents per pound. By the fall in 
price the ad valorem duty is now much 
lower in proportion, but upon no principle 
of construction can the department change 
the classification of the article with every 
fluctuation in its price. If it was a manu- 
facture of iron in 1864 it must re- 
main so until Congress changes the 
law. In 1868, by a decision of 
the department, based on a_ verdict 
of a jury and judgment of a United States 
court, it was settled that cotton ties were a 
manufacture of iron, and admissible at 35 
per cent. ad valorem. This decision has 
stood through three Administrations, through 
the terms of six Secretaries of the Treasury, 
and through seventeen sessions of Congress, 
without change.”’ 

It will be remembered by those of our 
readers who have taken an interest in this 
question that the manufacturers of cotton 
ties claimed that the ties were, in effect, 
mere hoop-iron, and that the plea that 
they were a manufacture of iron was 
a recent invention of the wicked Eng- 
lishmen, based on a nefarious buckle riveted 
to one end of the tie, and intended to sus- 
tain an evasion of the tariff laws of the United 
States. We were asked if the sovereignty 
of the American Government was to be 
thus openly and successfully defied. We 
were told that the business of making cotton 
ties had been built up on the solemn pledge 
of the Government that ‘it should be pro- 
tected by a specific duty of 1} cents per 
pound, and that it would now be ruined 
completely if the protection were withdrawn. 
Conceding the probable correctness of this 
statement so far as facts were concerned, we 
took occasion to point out that the tariff 
was not in reality protective if the in- 
terests of manufacturers were to be 
left to the decision of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, who, in the nature of 
things, was incapable of doing perfect jus- 
tice in such a complicated matter. But it 
now appears that it was not against a 
change, but for a change, that the manufac- 
turers were pleading; that their interests 
were threatened, not by a variation in the 
ruling of the department, but by fluctua- 
tions in the market, with which the Secre- 
tary very properly informs them that he 
has, and can have, nothing whatever to do. 

We desire, in this connection. todsk in all 
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candor how a tariff can be called truly pro- 
tective which has brought about this state of 
things, It is now seventeen years since the 
tariff law was passed. Under its provisions, 
in the condition of the market as it was for 
a long time, the makers of cotton ties en- 
joyed a protective duty of nearly 70 per 
cent. The theory of protectionists is 
that within a reasonable time high du- 
ties will render manufactures  self-sus- 
taining, and give to the’ consumer 
a home-made article better, cheaper, and 
more stable in price than the foreign-made 
article. Yet at the close of more than half 
the average life-time of a generation, we find 
this highly protected industry threatened, ac- 
cording to those engaged in it, with absolute 
ruin, against which they ask for a ruling 
which will, in effect, double the percentage of 
duty on their product imported from abroad. 
If the business had been left unprotected, how 
much less ‘‘independent”’ of foreign coun- 
tries should we have been? In what way 
and to what degree has the very high duty 
originally imposed served its avowed pur- 
pose ? 

It will be noticed that this is nota question 
of whether free trade or protection is the 
soundest in theory. It is a simple question 
of how the protective tariff in existence 
for seventeen years has worked, of its 
actual effects, and of its claim as a 
beneficent and profitable fiscal system. 
Waiving the very important element of 
the interests of American labor engaged in 
the raising and manufacture of cotton, 
which is as much entitled to the fostering 
care of the Government as is the labor en- 
gaged in the making of cotton ties, we 
invite attention to the operation of the tariff 
on the industry which, if any, it was in- 
tended to establish and ought to have estab- 
lished. 


THE PETITION OF PRINEVILLE. 


According to a trustworthy authority, 
often consulted in newspaper offices, Prine- 
ville ‘“‘is a post village of Wasco County, 
Oregon, 140 miles E. by S. of Albany. It 
has a flour mill.’’ This brief description of 
a settlement, which may yet become historic, 
is supplemented by a local historian, a phy- 
sician, who, writing to the Hon. J. H. 
MircHeyt, United States Senator from 
Oregon, says that Prineville ‘‘ has a popila- 
tion of 150 people and a steady increase 
every day,’’ and that the municipality is 
**i by 2 mile square and 3 schools and the 
hamers and Bells are heard in allmost 
every direction and over hundred of 
miners takeing out nickel ore and throwing it 
into our face why dont congressmen sce 
after the maile and have a daily maile.’’ 
From these two sources of information, 
then, we gather that the flourishing town of 
Prineville, Wasco County, Oregon, has a 
population of 150 persons, of whom over 
one hundred are miners; that this popu- 
lation is increasing daily, either by the cus- 
tomary processes of nature or by the ar- 
rival of immigrants from less favored 
localities, and that this energetic and thriv- 
ing community, engaged in taking out nickel 
ore, throws it in the face of.the resident 
physician. Moreover, it appears that the 
inhabitants want a ‘‘ daily maile.’”’ As there 
is a steady increase of population daily, we 
may suppose that there is a daily male, 
which, allowing one male child to each 
person, would give a total increase of 150 
males in the course of a year at the very 
lowest calculation. 

But the metropolis of Prineville, Wasco 
County, Oregon, with its population of 150 
persons, ‘‘and a steady increase every day,”’ 
very naturally demanded enlarged mail 
facilities. A petition drawn up by the 
medical practitioner above referred to set 
forth the claims of Prineville, its sufferings 
and its trials. The flourishing community, 
with its 150 population, which was daily 
and steadily increasing, was, according to the 
document now on file in the Post Office De- 
partment, suffering for the want of ‘‘a daily 
maile.’’ Byan indifferent, if not tyrannical, 
Government, it had, in the language of the 
petition, ‘‘ been exiled off a distance of 120 
miles from any Place of note for about 10 
years.”’ From this we are to infer that 
Prineville had originally been situated nearer 
some place of note, but had been forci- 
bly removed by the action of the 
Government, and was then ‘exiled off’’ 
for a distance of 120 miles. Clearly, 
this was a case for the intervention 
of a generous and beneficent Government. 
That 150 people, with a steady daily in- 
crease, should be exiled with only a weekly 
mail from any ‘‘ Place of note,’’ was indeed 
a hardship. And when we consider that (to 
use the language of the petition) the popula- 
tion of 150, with the aforementioned in- 
crease, have ‘‘ large wholesale and retale 
stores and workshops of diferent cinds and 
all of siences and arts going ahead,’’ we can 
well understand how the great Jove of the 
office of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General lent a listening ear to the petition 
of Prineville, Wasco County, Oregon. 

Nor could Senator Mircwexu refuse to 
forward a request so reasonable. It came 
from a village with the enormous population 
of 150, with an unspecified but steady daily 
increase. And Mr. MircHELL was compli- 
mented asthe ‘‘ never-tiring Republican Sen- 
iter,’’; who was implored to ‘‘ go before the 
Postmaster-General and tell him the nessesi- 
ties of a dayly maile from The Dalles to 
Prineville.’’ This was not a political mat- 
ter. The petition addressed to Senator 
MircuE.t forcibly and elegantly declared: 
‘‘Not only the republicains expect it 
of you but the democrats say you all- 
wais attend to anything they intrust to 
you.” There was no withstanding this 
appeal. It had been hitherto thought 
by a niggardly and parsimonious Govern- 
ment that a weekly mail was sufficient for 
the 150 citizens of Prineville, Wasco County, 
Oregon, notwithstanding the fact that the 
arts and sciences were going ahead, and that 
the population was fulfilling the Scriptural 
injunction to increase and multiply—daily. 
Nothing less than a daily mail would serve 
the necessities of a community that had 
been ‘‘ exiled off ’’ 120 miles from any place 
of note for ten years. 

Great Jove, otherwise Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brapy, heard this hum- 
ble petition, and with an Olympian dash of 
his blue pencil wrote ‘‘Do this.”” The au- 
tocrat of the star route service need only 
trace these two words, and the petition of 
Prineville was granted. The route had 
heretofore been supplied by a weekly ser- 
vice, at an annual cost of €2.088 W. 
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Brapy nodded, the service was made daily, 
and the annual cost was raised to $20,800. 
Prineville, with its ‘‘ popilation of 150 and a 
steady increase every day,’’ heard with 
gratitude, and was appeased. The arts 
and sciences, let us hope, continued 
to go ahead; the noise of hammers and 
bells resounded on every hand, and the dis- 
contented miners resumed the taking out of 
nickel ore, and no longer threw itin the 
faces of the petitioners. It was well worth 
$20,300 per year to be able to satisfy the 150 
population of Prineville, and its steady 
daily increase, with the boon of a daily 
mail. And who would not be a Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General, armed as he 
may be with the authority to give each 
little community of 150 people a daily mail 
whenever they ask it? Let nobody talk 
derisively, after this, of the indifference of 
our paternal Government, when a subor- 
dinate official, with his magical ‘‘ Do this’’ 
in his snug bureau in Washington, can 
make a twenty-thousand-dollar contract 
spring up and bear fruit in the wilderness of 
distant Oregon. We have heard of auto- 
crats before now, but he is the true dictator 
whose blue pencil makes costly daily mails 
where none were before, and whose simple 
fiat scatters fat contracts o’er asmiling land. 


THE BEST BIOGRAPHICAL POLICY. 


Honesty in connection with biography is 
certainly a very bad policy. There was 
Mr. Forster, who wrote a three-volume 
biography of his friend Dickens, and told 
the truth about him, thereby securing the 
hatred of all people who admired Dickens 
and the contempt of all who did not. The 
popular estimate of DickENns had previously 
been very favorable to him. It was con- 
ceded that he was too much addicted to 
flashy waistcoats, and that he laid, perhaps, 
too much stress upon the punch-bowl as a 
means of grace in connection with the 
Christmas season. Still, people generally be- 
lieved that he was a genial, warm-hearted 
man, full of sympathy with the poor and 
oppressed, and always quick to appreciate 
what was pure and noble. Mr. Forster 
made up his biography chiefly of extracts 
from DickeEns’s letters, thereby showing 
the great author as he really was. The 
world thus discovered that DicKENS was a 
supreme egotist, a man densely ignorant of 
everything but his own writings, and a 
money-maker whose chief aim in life was 
to get as much money as possible out of his 
publishers and out of the people who flocked 
to hear him read. The old ideal of Dicx- 
ENs, the warm-hearted and noble man, was 
totally shattered. In its place Mr. For- 
STER gave us a selfish, unfeeling ego- 
tist, who coined money by ridiculing 
his father and mother, and deserted 
his wife because he imagined that 
he had outgrown her. Nobody pretends to 
doubt that Rorster’s biography was true, 
but everybody abuses him for having written 
it. Thereis a vague feeling that somehow 
the biographer was responsible for the mean- 
nesses and littlenesses of DickEns’s charac- 
ter, and our dislike of Dickmns involves his 
well-meaning and honest friend. Now, 
had Mr. Forster suppressed every line of 
DickEnNs’s letters which exhibited him in an 
unfavorable light, and had he given us a 
portrait of the purely imaginary DioKEns, 
we should all have calied him a faithful and 
excellent biographer, and extended to him a 
part of our admiration for the noble philan- 
thropist who did so much vague and indefi- 
nite good by his humanitarian novels. 


It is now Mr. Frovupw’s turn to experi- 
ence the effects of telling the truth abouta 
dead man, or rather of letting the dead man 
tell the truth about himself. Mr. CARLYLE 
was disliked for many reasons by many 
people, but there was, up to the time of his 
death, an almost unanimous belief that he 
was aperfectly sincere man who had an in- 
tense hatred of everything that was mean 
and an intense love of whatever was true 
and noble. To Mr. Froupe CARLYLE cdm- 
mitted the duty of publishing his ‘‘ Reminis- 
cences’’—a work that is really CARLYLE’s 
autobiography. In this work CaRLYLE 
abused nearly every literary man with 
whom he had come in contact. To scarcely 
a single one of -his contemporaries did he 
concede any genius or ability whatever, and 
of most of them he spoke in an insulting and 
brutal manner. As CARLYLE had during 
his life-time written letters to these same peo- 
ple, in which he dealt out to them what can 
fairly be called flattery, it is difficult, since 
the publication of his ‘‘ Reminiscences,”’ to 
believe that he was the stern hater of insin- 
cerity and dishonesty that he had always 
professed to be. He exhibited himself to us 
aman of boundless self-esteem, filled with 
a dyspeptic hatred of other men, and by no 
means free from the vice of envy. The 
ideal CARLYLE is as dead as the ideal Dicx- 
ENS, and neither can ever be revived. 


With the same perspicuous fairness which 
was shown in the case of DicKENs’s biogra- 
phy, the public has turned on Mr. Froups 
and is rending him with great avidity. He 
is told that his publication of CARLYLE’s 
‘* Reminiscences’? was a brutal outrage on 
the dead author, and that although it may 
have been wrong in CARLYLE to have de- 
scribed himself as he really was, it was far 
worse in Mr. Frounk to carry out CARLYLE’S 
wishes by placing the ‘‘ Reminiscences’’ be- 
fore the public. There is no pretense that 
Mr. Frovupe has in any way tampered with 
CARLYLE’s manuscript. Indeed, the whole 
gist of the charge against him is that he did 
not so alter CARLYLE’s manuscript as to give 
a totally false impression of the man’s true 
character. It is the honesty of Mr. Froupre 
that is the head and front of his offending, 
and his fate is an awful warning to biogra- 
phers and editors of dead men’s autobiog- 
raphies of the impolicy of honesty and 
truthfulness. 

We do these things much better on this 
side of the water. When the late JARED 
Sparks undertook to write the life and 
publish the letters of Wassrxetron he 
took great care not to alter in any way 
the popular idea of Wasuineron. He 
abstained from publishing every letter which 
would seem in the least degree out of keep- 
ing with the serene, passioniess, faultily 
faultless WASHINGTON of popular mytholo- 
gy, and he sternly suppressed every line 
which would convey the impression that 
WASHINGTON was a man of like passions 
with other men. The result was that Sparks 
won a great reputation as an able and judi- 
cious biographer, and that his portrait of 
WasHineron will be aceepted throuah fu- 


ture ages as the true portrait of the Father 
of his Country. 


This is what Mr. Frovpe should have 
done. Heshould have suppressed every im- 
polite word that CaRLyLe had written con- 
cerning any of his contemporaries. He 
should have cut out every line that could in 
any way conflict with the theory of CaR- 
LYLE’8 wonderful sincerity, honesty, and 
general nobility of character. Had he done 
this the critics would have exclaimed how 
fortunate it was that Mr. CartyLe had 
given his ‘‘ Reminiscences’’ for publication 
to so competent a man, and how thoroughly 
worthy Mr. FrouprE was of the confidence 
and friendship of the great man. All Mr. 
Frovupr had to do was to be dishonest; to 
mutilate CARLYLE’s manuscript and to make 
the author exhibit himself in a false light. 
That he did not do this is sufficiently evi- 
dent, and he has been well and deservedly 
punished for not knowing that dishonesty is 
the biographer’s best policy. 


The decree reducing peasant rents in Rus- 
sia and securing Government indemnification to 
the landlords has come nota whit toosoon. For 
20 years past the condition of the freedmen who 
became small farmersin 1861 has been growing 
more and more deplorable. The stony and un- 
profitable soil of the north, worth barely 40 cents 
the Russian acre, was in many cases sold for $1 25, 
and the loans contracted to discharge that debt 
have been increasing ever since. Even ‘in the 
more fertile south, the monstrously defective sys- 
tem of Russian farming has combined with the 
crushing taxation of the last few years to beggar 
thousands. To these troubles has been added that 
exorbitant usury which is the curse of provincial 
Russia, and the fruits of which have just shown 
themselves inthe furious outbreak against the 
Jews which is now convulsing the Ukraine and 
Western Russia generally. Under such circum- 
stances, the reform measure of Gen. MELIKOFF 
and M. Azaza is a thing to be welcomed by all, 
although itis certainly a curious irony of fortune 
which has committed the task of saving Russia to 
the hands of an Armenian and a Circassian. 
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It has been asserted that the tendency of 
Lord BEAcONSFIELD’s political acts was to 
strengthen the Crown at the expense of the peo- 
ple; to raise a broad imperialism upon an enlight- 
ened mixed democracy. Mr. Giapstone did not 
in his eulogy discover any of those sinister tenden- 
cies. He had no difficulty in assuring himself and 
those who listened to him that Lord Bzacons- 
Frexp had done great. deeds and played a 
great historical part in the Parliamentary his- 
tory of England, and had, moreover, played that 
part with the sanction of the nation and 
Constitution of England. In searching for a par- 
allel to Lord BraconsFieLp, Mr. Guapstone fixed 
upon Pirt, and the comparison is not inapt, for 
both were of the people, and rose to bright emi- 
nence in the face of difficulties which would have 
daunted any one who did not possess the most 
splendid gifts both of intellect and courageous pa- 
tience. There are points in Mr. GutapsTronr’s un- 
stinted eulogy to which cavilers at its matter might 
demur. Lord BraconsFretp’s kindness and en- 
couragement to literary genius were cited as char- 
acteristic of the man. There is certainly room for 
doubting whether these traits were really char- 
acteristic of the object of the tribute. It 
has, on the contrary, been asserted, lately 
as of old, that Lord Braconsrretp was 
never known to help literary genius out 
of his private pocket, though he was not sparing 
of the public purse in fostering education 
and encouraging literary and artistic capabilities. 
Mr. GuapsTone seid—and the announcement is a 
tribute to the broad liberality of his own heart— 
that he believed Lord BraconsFfELD was never 
actuated by personal antipathy toward himself. 
Yet it is not many years ago since it was the sub- 
ject of general comment in England that Mr. 
Guapstone had ceased to be a prominent person- 
age at Court festivities—had even ceased, to all 
appearance, to be a desirable acquaintance in 
the royal circles and those aristocratic rings 
which move concentric with them. Nor 
has it passed out of the _ recollection 
of mankind that Lord Braconsriezp spoke 
of his political rival, the man who is now 
pouring incense over his grave, with a bitterness 
which suggested distinct personal animosity. Mr. 
GLADSTONE, then, was held up before the magnates 
of the city of London as a person ‘“* inebriated by 
the exuberance of his own verbosity,” and was al- 
luded to as une of the crowd of politicians who 
were influenced by the ‘‘hare-brained chatter of 
irresponsible frivolity.’”” Mr. Guapstrone has for- 
gotten these labored epigrams; if he has not for- 
gotten them, he has, at all events, generously 
chosen not to recall them, and throughout his 
speech he dealt with his subject so magnanimous- 
ly, so chivalrously, that Sir Starrorp NorTHCOTE 
was but putting into words the sentiments of the 
nation when he said that the Liberal leader had 
already erected a monumentto Lord BeaconsFreLp 
more enduring than marble. 
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The late Dr. Patrrey did a large amount of 
literary work during his exceptionally long life as 
an ecclesiastical writer, as a politician, as one of 
the organizers of the anti-slavery movement, and 
asthe historian of New-England, but, though his 
strongest writing was a volume of newspaper 
articles on the slave power, his ** History of New- 
England” is the only production by which he will 
be known in the future. This was begun in 1850, 
and was his chief occupation until he became too 
infirm to continue the labor of writing, and was 
then followed up by notes which would indicate to 
his sons the sources of important information 
necessary to its completion. Four volumes were 
published before his death, and the fifth, already in 
type toa large extent, will probably be compieted 
by his two sons, Gen. Joun C. Patrrey and Gen. 
Francis W. PatFrey, who are his literary execu- 
tors and inherit his fine scholarship and literary 
skill, before the end of the year. Possessed of 
ample means, he wrote the “ History of New-Eng- 
land’ as Prescorr wrote the ‘History of Philip 
II.,”’ in the calm of learned leisure, making his own 
books, correeting his work in the proof, and having 
it set up the second time before he was ready to 
place it in the hands of his publishers. Though the 
work has always had a fair sale, it was 
hindered at the outset by the uncertainty 
of the author’s plans, and, later on,’ by the long de- 
lay inthe appearance of the successive volumes. 
The first volume was published in 1858, the fourth 
in 1875, and a whole generation had passed away 
in the interval between the inception of the work 
and his own death. Itis the general opinion that 
the history is so well written that it will stand the 
test oftime. His method, which included the con- 
temporary history of England during the colonial 
and provincial period, was censured at first as if 
it included too much, but it was long ago conceded 
to be the only way in which the history of New- 
England} up to the war for independence could be 
understood. The plan was at first to limit tne 
work to the period between 1620 and 1689, but it 
was subsequently enlarged to include the order of 
events up to 1775, when the history of New-Eng- 
land was merged in that of the Nation. The work 
is remarkable for its exhaustive use of all accessible 
materials, for its lucid and scholarly style, and for 
its literary method, in which he anticipates 
FRovubE and rivals MacauLay in the use of quota- 
tions from the words of the chief actors in the 
colonial drama. He traveled thousands of miles in 
Great Britain, as well as in New-England, in order 
to verify his facts and leave no point in his great 
work incomplete. It grew to be a laborof love. 
It was the constant companion of his later years. 
It was his habit to go into his study di- 
rectly after breakfast, where he remained 
till dinner-time, and after dinner to spend an hour 
or two in walking. He then returned to his study 
until tea was ready, when he again joined his fam- 
ily, spending an hour after tea in the drawing- 
room, and then retiring to his study for the rest of 
the evening. This course was pursued for six days 
in the week the year round for the last thirty years 
of his life. He never forgot what he had read. The 
exactness was as surprising’as the variety of his in- 
formation, but neither scholarship nor learning 
were a burden to his strong and restless mind. In 
his prime he was the peer of the men who forty years 
ago led the hosts of New-Engiand in intellectual 
conaneste.ond the different chapters of his history

furnish ample evidence of the variety and fullness 
of his mental gifts.

It will not strike most observers that 
the Rev. Dr. Dana, of Philadelphia, in his me 
moir before the Alumni of the Union Theologica! 
Seminary, has fully nit off the reasons why young 
men of good parts are so slow to study for the min- 
istry and to adopt the clerical profession as a ca- 
reer inlife. From his statistics it appears that the 
number of graduates per year in the various 
seminaries in the United States is considera: 
bly below the demand created by death and by the 
natural increaso in the number of the churches 
—about 20 per centum below, if his figures are to 
be regarded as covering a sufficient area to be con: 
elusive. In accounting for this curious fact Dr. 
Dana did not once allude to the vast progress that 
the culture of science has made within the last half- 
century, to the new intellectual issues created, 
and to the allegation that clergymen as a class 
have been tardy in placing themselves in sympathy 
with the new movement and trying to direct it in 
harmony with the higher religious aspects of 
human life and experience. A learned English 
Bishop, in discussing the problems of theological! 
education not long ago, observed that, if he had 
his way, he would put a first-class telescope inte 
every seminary intended to prepare young men for 
the care of souls—yes, and a first-class microscope 
also, and a laboratory equal to the wants 
of advanced chemical investigation, with 
Professors capable of preparing the nas 
cent theologian to grapple with the intellec- 
tual and moral problems that will confront him 
most frequently in the work upon which he is 
about to enter. There was more wisdom, perhaps, 
in these few remarks than most ministers will care 
to admit, for the function of the pnipit is in a 
great measure an educating one, and the ministes 
must be able to meet and resolve the doubts which 
nacurally arise from the culture and modes of 
thought with which he is in daily contact. 
He will have to argue with men tea 
whom the metaphysical method is a 
threadbare fiction, who have no respect for 
Horne’s “ Antiquities,’ Storr and Fiatt on “ Dog- 
matics,” or for the clever subleties of Parr, and 
the strong, though antiquated, grasp of Burizer: 
men to whom the why and wherefore of the theo 
logical seminary have no force. And it will not be 
that the men are insincere or captious, but that the 
methods of proof adopted by the theologian are 
less comprehensible to the popular mind, and cer: 
tainly less conclusive, than they were a hundred 
years ago. Now, young men worth having, im< 
bued with the enthusiasms of the age, alive to itd 
problems and its issues, mayhap a little radical in 
their tendencies—such young men rebel a lit- 
tle against the tyranny of dogmatics and the set 
forms of Patsy. With the means of culture and 
correction of false views that the English Bishop 
advocates, they would come out brilliantly 
equipped for the battle with skepticism and inf- 
delity, and fitted to increase the intellectual infiu- 
ence of the pulpit; but they shrink from the con 
ventional training of the seminary class, and the 
pulpit has toseek for candidates among minds of 
more docility, and, unfortunately, of less power.

“CASTLES IN SPAIN.” 

This is the title of the new Spanish spectacu- 
lar play which was produced at Niblo’s Garden om 
Monday night, and which, presumebly, will main- 
tain itself there in a more or less benign state dur- 
ing theanext few weeks. A speedy demise and a 
respectable burial might, however, add something 
to its attractiveness. The spectacular play has 
made its usual sputter upon the stage during this 
season, but it has not risen in any instance above 
mediocrity; the old days of ‘The Black Crook” 
and of the other pieces of its sort, which were 
really devised on a large and liberal plan, 
have given way apparently to those of cheap 
ornament and cheaper enterprise. “Castles 
in Spain” is built upon a feeble story, it lacks 
the elements of striking novelty and beauty, 
its scenery is passable, its music is badly sung, its 
ballets are barely tolerable, and the whole thing is 
tiresome trash. Mlle. Amalia Lepri is a good 
dancer, Miss Pauline Markham is a dream of 
beauty in a somewhat limited sense, a few of the 
actors in the cast manage their business well, and 
there is an occasional fine glimpse of well-painted 
scenery—like a lamb out of its fold—all of which 
makes, it must be owned, a light balance in favor 
ofthe piece. It is announced with an ingenious 
flourish of trumpets that “‘ Castles in Spain” had 
cost its proprietor $80,000, but it is hard to trace 
this respectable sum of money in the play itself, 
unless ballet girls are getting to be more than com- 
monly expensive. On the whole, this particular 
eighty-thousand-dollar spectacle (and who ever 
heard of a spectacle that cost less ?) should not have 
been exiled from the shores of the orange and myr- 
tle. It may delight our esteemed tropical contem- 
poraries, but its.chances here are slim. 

The author of ‘“‘Castlesin Spain’? !s Mr. Arturo 
Cuyas, and the owner of the extraordinary mass 
of paint and dullness is Mr. A. Bernis. The play is 
in 18 scenes and an “apotheosis.” Among the un- 
fortunate persons in the cast are Miss Markham, 
Miss Amy Lee, Mrs. Owen Marlowe, Mr. Hart Con- 
way, and Mr. W. H. Fitzgerald. The dazzling para- 
phernalla—which fail to dazzle—were modeled by 
Spanish sculptors, and the baliet is under the di- 
rection of the distinguished Signor Giovanni Lepri. 
We are further assured that * Castles in Spain” 
has been enthusiastically praised by the most emi- 
nent Spanish critics—a fact, if itis a fact, which 
does not speak weil for those eminent scribes.

DEMOCRATS SEEKING CHEAP Po. 
LITiCAL CAPITAL. 

A BILL TO FIX ARBITRARILY THE WAGES 
OF LABORERS—A VOTE SHOWING THE 
ASSEMBLYMEN FAVORING SUCH LEGIS- 
LATION—THE SUPPLY BILL—THE COR- 
PORATION TAX BILL AGAIN DELAYED. 

AuBany, May 10.—For cheap attempts at 
notoriety the Democratic members of the As- 
sembly may fairly lay claim to be considered 
the peers of their foolish political brethren 
everywhere. They will subscribe to any sort 
of demagoguery and delight in it. To-day, 
for instance, they voted on a motion which 
gave expression to their belief that the wages 
of: laboring men ought to be fixed by legisla- 
tion, and that they should be $2 a day with- 
out regard to the price of labor in the market. 

Mr. Smith, of New-York, is the author of a 
bill fixing the rate of laborers’ wages in all 
cities of 100,000 inhabitants or over at 
not less than $2 a day. In _ order, 
perhaps, to avoid discussion, he moved 
that the bill be sent to the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Whole. If it could be got there, 
end kept cut of sight until a favorable oppor- 
tunity presented, it might beordered to a third 
reading without attracting attention. Unfor- 
tunately for this plan, the Assembly woke up, 
and on a call for the yeas and nays put 
itself on record. There were speeches, of 
course—some sensible, others flat, mere non- 
sense. Mr. Cullinan, a Republican, saw no 
reason why laborers’ wages should not be 


fixed by law as well as those of State officers. 
Mr. Husted was outspoken and declared the 
bill to be a very large humbug—a brutum ful- 
men. Mr, Stillwell, the only Democrat who 
seemed to retain his taculties, very bravely 
declared the bill to be “one of those out of 
which cheap political capital is made,” 
and, believing that it would interfere 
with private interests, he voted against the 
motion. Speaker Sharpesaid: ‘The bill don’t 
far enough. ‘The object sought to be 
reached can be reached absolutely by declaring 
that a barrel of flour shall be sold for a dollar, 
that a pair of boots shall be sold for $2, thata 
one-horse wagon shall not cost more than 
$5 25, and a two-horse wagon $10 50. This 
object will immediately suggest itself as most 
excellent, and, feeling surprised that the bill 
does not go further, I shall have to vote no.”

The Speaker this morning announced the 
receipt of the Supply bill from the Senate, 
and on Mr. Chickering’s motion, appointed a 
conference committee. The committee con- 
sists of Messrs. Chickering, Scott, Benedict, 
Howland, and Phillips. It can be depended 
upon to strike out at least two of the Senate 
items, one of $50,000 for the Catholic Pro- 
tectory and another of $25,000 to be expended 
in sending troops to the Yorktown celebration 
in October. 

The Street-cleaning Conference Committee 
reported its failure to agree with the Senate, 
and Mr. Carpenter made the motion for a new 
committee. 

Mr. Catlin, of Westchester, this morning in- 
troduced a bill, drawn by ex-Attorney-General 
Schoonmaker, intended to protect female em- 
ployes. It provides that all employers of fe- 
males in mercantile or manufacturing busi- 
ness shall furnish their employes with seats, 
and allow them to be seated when it does not 
interfere with business. By unanimous con- 
sent the bill was forthwith ordered toa third 
reading, greatly to Mr. Catlin’s delight. 

The Plumbers’ pill was passed this morning 

by a vote of 76 to 19. The opposition came 
principally from the New-York and Kings 
County members, and, while it isadmitted-that 
bad plumbing causes more disease than dirty 
streets, these men, who were extolled as the 
supporters of the Mayor’s bill, deliberately 
voted against a measure 5 ey as clearly in the 
interest of public health. The opponents of the 
bill (Democrats in italic, Republicans in ro- 
man) were:

The Corporation Tax bill again came up for 
third reading this morning, and again, on the 
suggestion of Mr. Spinola and Mr. Steele, it 
was laid aside. If it is postponed much longer 
it will become a forgone conclusion that the 
valuable work of the commission must be 
thrown away. 

There was a long discussion in the Assembly 
during the afternoon session over the bill to 
authorize the building of a bridge across the 
Hudson at Storm King Mountain. Mr. Dickey, 
of Orange County, spoke in favor of the bill, 
and Speaker Sharpe vigorously opposed it. 
The only person who has appeared here in be- 
half of the bill is Congressman-elect Lewis 
Beach, of the Democratic State Committee. 
The general supposition has been that the fran- 
thise sought for in the bill is desired for specu- 
lative purposes, to be disposed of as soon after 
secured as possible and at the highest possible 
price. The session was suddenly interrupted, 
after a debate on Mr. Spinola’s canal reso- 
lution, by the terminatiou of the time allotted. 
and the House adjourned without acting upon 
the Bridge bill, thus throwing it back upon 
general orders. It is reported to-night that an 
attempt will be made to-morrow by a combi- 
nation on the part of the Dickey bridge, Spi- 
oola canal, and Fenner anti-oleomargarine 
forces to take up the Bridge bill and canal res- 
olution and order them to a third reading. 

The Militia Committee of the Asotatty to- 
night decided, by a vote of 5 to 4, to report 
adversely the military code reported by the 
special commission. The vote in the commit- 
tee stood as follows: Baker, Chairman, 
Palmer, Young, and Binninger, affirmative;

THE OBNOXIOUS PIER BILL. 
A PROTEST AGAINST THE SENATE AMEND- 
MENT—EXPLANATIONS IN- THE ASSEMBLY. 
ALBANY, May 10.—Mr. E. A. Carpenter, 
Chairman of the Cities Committee, has re- 
ceived a letter, dated in New-York, yes- 
terday, and signed by Mayor Grace, 
Recorder Smyth, Controller Campbell, 
and Chamberlain Tappan, members of the 
Sinking Fund Commission, protesting against 
Senate bill No. 264, relating to the construc- 
tion of a pier at the Battery for the Police 
Department. As introduced it was unobjec- 
tionable, but the amendment made by Senator 


Strahan in the Senate, on its passage, is seri- 
vusly objected to. The letter continues: 


“This amendment provides for locating a pier at 
the foot of West Twenty-third-street, a location 
of the proposed pier which is very objec- 
tionable for’ several reasons: First, it alters 
the plans for the improvement of the water- 
front of the City on the North River, 
wich have been adopted by the Commissioners of 
Docks and approved by the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund as authorized and directed wi law. 
Second, the proposed pier will encroach largely 
upon the bulkhead and slip at the foot of Twenty- 
third-street, now occupied as the landing of an im- 

rtant established ferry, run by the New-York, 
Poke Erie and Western Railroad Company, under 
alease of the wharf property from the Dock De- 
partment and of the franchise by authority of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. The author- 
ity to lease both the ferry franchises and 
the wharf property used and required for 
ferry purposes, together, was conferred upon 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund by chapter 
428. Laws of 1880, and in view of the proper exer- 
cise of this authority, we remonstrate against the 
location of the proposed per. changing the ferr 
Janding at the foot of West MTwenty-third- 
street, as wholly unnecessa and opposed 
to the public interests. Third, a %ier to 
occupy a part of the water-front and bulkhead 
which the proposed pier would occupy has been 
approved by the Department of Docks, and, as we 
are informed by that department, agreed to by the 

vate parties interested, which would afford all the 
mmodation required for publiis use and 
sonvenience and not encroach on the ferry land- 
Ing. A very heavy expense would be incurred by 
the construction of the proposed pier which would 


| be avoided by locating the vier as intended by the 
Dock Department. We trust, therefore, that the 
bill as amended will not meet with the approval of 
your committee or be passed by the Assembly,” 
Mr. Hamilton, of the Cities Committee, has 
in his possession a letter from the Dock De- 
partment, saying for the Dock Commissioners 
that the bill is ‘‘ in violation of an understand- 
ing with this department, the Erie Railroad, 
and Mr. Jacob Sharp, sud ought not to pass.’ 
Mr. Carpenter, in explanation,said this morning 
that he had introduced the bill in the Assem- 
bly, and that the amendment made in the Sen- 
ate was not made with his knowledge or con- 
sent, and that Senator Forster was also op- 
posed%to it, but was unable to prevent its pass- 
age. Mr. Carpenter further said tnat he had 
had the Senate bill substituted for his own, 
and sent to the sub-committee on purpose to 
have the Senate amendment stricken out there, 
as Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Phillips would op- 
pose its adoption.

THE SENATE’S DISCUSSIONS. 
ACTION ON THE EXCIsE BILLS—SOME OF THE 
BILLS PASSED YESTERDAY. 

ALBany, May 10.—The Senate consumed 
the whole morning session on the special order, 
being Senate bills Nos. 362 and 3624, to ‘‘ pro- 
vide further revenues for the State.’’ They are 
what are known as the Excise tax bills. No. 
362 was reported by the Joint Tax Committee, 
while No, 36214 is the work of the Governor’s 
Tax Commissioners. After making several 
amendments to No. 362, a motion was made 
and carried to substitute No. 3624¢ for it. 
This bill was then discussed and amended by 
striking out somesections and inserting in their 
place sections from bill No. 362, One of the 
main issues in the discussion, although it was 
not openly avowed by either side, was whether 
the power of appointing the Revenue Com- 


missioners for the several counties, whose duty 
it shall be to collect the tax and see to the en- 
forcement of the law, should be given to the 
Governor or to the Controller. Bill No. 362 
gave the appointments to the Controller, while 
bill No, 36234, which was framed by the Goy- 
ernor’s commission, of course gave the ap- 
intments to the Governor. The issue was 
nally decided, after a long discussion, in 
favor of the Controller, who, it was contended, 
was the proper officer to make the appoint- 
ments. The motion to substitute a section giv- 
ing the power to the Governor was lost—yeas 
10, nays 13. 

The bill was then reported to the Senate, 
and a motion was made to order it to a third 
reading. Those who opposed giving the power 
to the Controller opposed the notion toorder to 
athird reading, and were joined by some Demo- 
crats who were opposed to the whole bill. The 
friends of the Controller, however, triumphed, 
and the bill was ordered to a third reading by a 
vote of 15 to 138. Subsequently it was discov- 
ered tnat Mr. Jacobs, who is opposed to the 
whole bill, and voted ‘‘ No’”’ on ordering it toa 
third reading, was recorded in the affirmative. 
He asked that the Journal be corrected, which 
will be done. This change left the vote a tie 
onthe question of ordering the bill to a third 
reading. The opponents of the Governor, 
however, regard it asa victory for them, since, 
if there had been a full Senate, and another 
issue had been involved in the motion except 
that of giving more patronage to the Gov- 
ernor, they would have had a clear majority. 
The prospects of passing the bill when it comes 
up for a third reading are not flattering. All 
the Democratic Senators are opposed to it, and 
several Republican Senators are very luke- 
warm in its support. 

Mr, Strahan introduced a bill to authorize 
se a of a refreshment house in Central 

ark. 

The evening session of the Senate was spent 
in third reading of biils, of which about 30 
were passed. One of the most important was 
an act authorizing the Board of Health to 
quarantine any tenement-house, or other 
habitation, in New-York City, whenever it 
deems it necessary to prevent the spread of 
contagions or pestilential diseases. Another 
was an act appropriating $50,000 to prevent 
the spread of infectious and contagious disease 
among cattle. Mr. Jacobs opposed the 
passage of this bill, and read from the 
report of the Cattle Commissioners to 
show that the money appropriated for a simi- 
lar purpose last year was squandered in many 
cases. He said healthy cows were killed and 
paid for at the rate-of $15 per head, and their 
careases exposed for sale in market the next 
day. As asample of extravagance, he cited 
one case where it cost the State $300 to kill one 
cow. Reckless expenditures were also shown 
in traveling expenses, hotel fare, carriage 
hire, &c., and he argued that no more 
money ought to be intrusted to the charge 
of the same officers who squandered last 
year’s appropriation. The bill, notwithstand- 
ing the opposition, passed by a vote of 18 to 4. 
The bill directing the city of Brooklyn to raise 
the money and pay the balance of Kingsley & 
Keeney’s claim passed by a vote of 20 to 5. Mr. 
Schroeder protested against it and said that 
the Senate was putting its seal of approval on 
what he considered one of the most corrupt 
jobs he had ever known. The bill authorizing 
the Commissioners of Emigration to inspect 
emigrants and ascertain whether they are 
criminals, paupers, or diseased persons, was 
passed: also Mr. Astor’s bill, to prevent the 
adulteration of all kinds of food and drugs.

LOTTERY DEALING TO BE STOPPED. 
THE GOVERNOR’S PROCLAMATION ORDERING 
INSTANT PROSECUTION OF ALL WHO 
VIOLATE THE LAW IN ANY WAY. 
A.Bany, May 10.—The following will be 


made public to-morrow morning: 


~? aaa aes by the Governor forbidding lot- 
ries: 

Whereas, The Constitution of this State and the 
statutes passed in pursuance thereof prohibit any 
lottery or the sale of lottery tickets within the 
State; and 

Whereas, It is thereby unlawful and declared to 
be a misdemeanor for any person or persons to 
conduct any lottery or policy game, by whatsoever 
name called, or in whatever mode devised, either 
as principal, agent, or otherwise, or to do any of 
the things that are or may be done in setting upa 
lottery or policy game; and 

Whereas, It is unlawful for any person to keep a 
room, building, tenement, or other place, or know- 
ingly to permit the same to be used or occupied, 
or for any owner, superintendent, or agent of any 
room, building, tenement, or other place ‘torent 
the same to be used or occupied for gambling or 
selling or vending lottery policies or any writing, 
card, paper or document in numbers of any public 
or private lottery; and 

Whereas, It is unlawful for any person or per- 
sons to make, advertise, or publish any lottery or 
drawing thereof, or for any person or persons own- 
ing or conducting any newspaper or other publi- 
cation issued in this State to give notice thereof or 
advertise therein the sale of any lottery tickets or 
the drawing of any lottery located either within or 
without the State: : 

Now, therefore, it having come to my knowledge 
that the Constitution and the laws passed in pur-

Mrs. Mary J. Studley,a physician and au- 
thor of some note, threw herself from the steamer 
Katahdin, while on the passage from Boston to 
Rockland, Me., on Thursday evening last, and was 
drowned. She hasrecently resided in Framingham, 
Mass., aud was a member of the Faculty of the 
Normal School there. She left a note to the 
purser of the steamer instructing him to send her 
baggage to Framingham, and in another note, ad- 
dressed to friends in Framingham, alluded to her- 
self as hereditarily insane.

NEW PLANS TO REACH PERU, CHILI, AND 


OTHER LANDS BY TELEGRAPH. 

The Central and South American Telegraph 
Company has now sufficiently perfected its plans 
to give the public a clear idea of its purposes and 
prospects. The company, which is purely an 
American organization, was incorporated under 
the laws of this State, with a capital of $5,000,000, 
divided into 50,000 shares of $100 each. It is pro- 
posed not only to extend the telegraphic system of 
this continent so as to embrace within its circuit 
the chief cities and sea-ports of Mexico and Central 
America, but also to continue its wires to 
the commercial cities of Peru and Chili, At 
the present time all telegraphic communication 
with these South American countries is by 
way of London, Portugal, Brazil, and Buenos 
Ayres—a long and roundabout route for a mesgage 
to travel, making necessary a passage across the 
Atlantic twice, an uncertain one under the best of 
circumstances, to say nothing of the heavy cost in- 
volved in forwarding it. Already the lines and 
cables of the Mexican Telegraph Company bring 
New-York into close connection with Vera Cruz. 
As the most favorable terms have been made with 
this company for the exchange of messages, its 
lines become practically part ana parcel of the sys- 
tem of the new company. Vera Cruz then be- 
comes the starting-point for the line of the Cen- 
tral and South American Company, which it is pro- 

osed to extend in a southerly direction across the 
sthmus of Tehuantepec to the Pacific coast, thence 
to Guatemala, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Isthmus 
of Panama, and Callao, Peru. At this last point 
connection is made by means of existing lines with 
Bolivia, Chili, the Argentine Republic, Uruguay, 
and Brazil. The length of the proposed line is 
2.977 nautical miles of submarine cable and about 
300 miles of land line. Among the important sea- 

uantepec, San José, Colon, Panama, Buenaventu- 
ra, Payta, and Lima. The following sea-ports, 
further to the south, on the western coast of South 
America, can then be reached through cables al- 
ready laid: Molleudo, Arica, Iquique, Antofogasta, 
La Sarena, and Valparaiso. The importance of 
such a stretch of line can be fully appreciated 
only by the mercantile community. 

All the telegraphing of apopulation of 386,000,000 
andan annual commerce of over $600.000,000 will 
be controlled by the new oe: Taking asa 
basis the amount of telegraphing over the Bra- 
zilian cable and the cable to Cuba and the income 
derived, it is estimated that the revenue of the 
Central and South American Company will 
amount to a net annual income of $1,500,000— 
sum which represents a profit of 80 per cent. 
This estimate does not include the large 
local traffic which 1s certain to be developed 
between the countries through which the lines will 
pass. An idea of the difference in distance and the 
cost of a message over the new line and the one 
now relied upon may be gathered from the follow- 
ing statement: A message from New-York to 
Buenaventura, in the United States of Colombia, 
now travel 13,887 miles, at a cost of $785 per 
word. By the new

line the same message 
will only travels 2,385 miles, at the rate 
of $2 per word. No such transfers delays 
as arenow experienced on the Brazilian cable can 
occur on this more direct line. The list of Directors 
of the Central and South American Telegraph Com- 
pany includes the names of representative business 
men, among them being Mayor Grace, Jonathan 
Edwards, J. Pierpont Morgan, ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Thompson, Charles Lanier, and William GQ. 

Subscription books for the stock of the 
company have been opened by Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. and Winslow, Lanier & Co., of this City, and 
Drexel & Co., of Philadelphia.

ARGUMENTS ON THE CHARTER. 
SUGGESTIONS OF THE COUNCIL OF POLITICAL 
REFORM—JOHN H. 8TRAHAN’S CRITICISM. 


The Council of Reform of this City has ad- 
dressed to the members of the Assembly Commit- 
tee on Affairs of Cities a memorial regarding the 
McCarthy charter, with a statement of such of 
the latter’s provisions asj the Council think 
“vital and imperative.” In the opinion of the 
Council the Mayor elected under this charter 
should have power to appoint the heads of 
departments,gand that if a check is to be 
proyided against the abuse of this power 
then the Mayor should send nominations to the 
Board of Aldermen, who should act upon them 
within three days, otherwise the nominations to 
be final and confirmed. When rejected the Mayor 
should within three days nominate again. Abso- 
lute power of removal of officers should be given the 
Mayor, and all departments should be single-headed 
except the Police and Tax Departments. The ap- 
propriations by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment for 18f2 should be $1,000,000 less than the 
appropriation for 1£81, and for each succeeding 
year $500,000 less than for the preceding year, until 
the rate of taxation is reduced below 2 per 
cent. of the assessed valuation of City prop- 


erty in 1882. Heads of departments and 
all ofticers and subordinates should not be 
actively engaged in any other occupation than the 
duties of their offices. The Council urges the neces- 
sity of conferring upon the Mayor the large powers 
propose. in order to make the office worthy of the 
acceptance of our ablest and most patriotic citi- 
zens, but holds that they should be given only to 
the Mayor elected to exercise them. The phrases 
requiring the Mayor to make removals only ‘for 
cause” and ‘after an opportunity to he 
heard” are objected to by the Council as 
fatally crippling the Mayor’s necessary powers. 
Checks should be put upon the Mayor’s power 
of appointment rather than removal, and the exer- 
cise of these checks should be given to the Com- 
mon Council rather than to the Governor, for the 
reason that the laiter, not being a local authority, 
cannot constitutionally act. The Council takes ex- 
ception to leaving the Dock and Park Departments 
out of the single-headed list of departments as an 
unjustifiable act of special legislation. Objection 
js also made‘to the opportunities and facilities for 
fraud given in the provisions of the charter 
relating to contracts for public work and 
supplies, in requiring the acceptance of the 
lowest bid, whatever may be its known or sus- 
pected character. Power should be given, the 
Council holds, to the Controller and the Mayor, es 
well as to heads of departments, to reject any bid 

when they think the good of the City requires it. 

In conclusion, the Council of Reform urges that 

there should be not more than six District Courts, 

whose Judges should be lawyers of five years’ ex- 

perience; and that appropriations to private chari- 

ties should be carefully guarded, which is not the 

case under the charter as proposed. 

Whenthe Assembly Cities Committee met last 
evening, in Albany, to hear further arguments on 
the bill, these suggestions of the Council of Politi- 
cal Reform were presented by Mr. Orlando B. Pot- 
ter and Mr. Henry N. Beers. 

Mr. John H. Straham spoke in favor of the ori- 

inal pill so far as apenas were concerned. 

e objected to the changes made in regard to the 
Dock Department, believing that department 
should be harmonious in its financial ar- 
rangements with other departments, The 
anomalous condition of two public works 
departments, one called a Department of Parks, he 
thought called for consolidation. The system of 
sewerage bestowed almost absolute power in the 
Commissioner of Public Works over the peckets of 
the tax-payers. The property-owners had no voice 
to prevent any expense of this kind. These pow- 
ers were the source of infinite corruption. There 
was no reason why the Public Works should not 
be concentrated and the expenditure regu- 
lated. The bill had been so manipulated 
that, by a few changes, the original 
proposition had been seriously changed. He was 
of the opinion that, in relation to the Parks and 
Public Works Departments, all the provisions of 
the original bill should be restored. He criticized 
Mr. Bliss’s arguments, objecting to that gentle- 
man’s approval of some arrangements because 
they had been made by Mr. Allan Campbell. He 
suggested that illegal departments had been 
kept up by Commissioner Campbell at an expense 
greatly in excess of what was necessary, and he 
had oitered to show that the expenses of the de- 
partment had been one-third in excess of neces- 
sity. Hesaid of Commissioner Campbeil that he 
deserved little credit for reducing expenditures in 
the Public Works Department. He had ex- 

ended all the moneys’ appropriated for 
is department, and had been compelled by 
authority to reduce expenditures. The powers left 
in the hands of his successor were too great to be 
allowed without restriction. He said that Mr. 
Bliss’s plan for legislating out heads of depart- 
ments and, keeping the men in who were named 
forthe longest terms, apparently emanated from 
Commissioner Thompson, and was designed to 
keep in Republicans nowin and replacing Demo- 
crats now in office by others to be named by 


Mayor Grace.

THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE — HOW A COM- 
MITTEE WAS SNUBBED, 

Ai the meeting of the Bar Association last 
night ex-Judge William D. Shipman made an oral 
report on behalf of the committee that went to 
Albany to oppose the passage of the Civil Code 
prepared by Mr. David Dadley Field. He said 
that the Code is now before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, to which body an address 
in opposition to it wasmaie by Mr. L. L. Coudert, 
one of the members of the committee. A result of 


this address, and of the report against the Code 
adopted by the Bar Association, was that Mr. 
Fiela has sent to the Legislature a number 
of amendments to his work. These amend- 
ments do not, however, said Judge Shipman, 
make the Civil Code more acceptable, because the 
opposition to it is based upon the ground that the 
common and statute law of this State cannot be 
satisfactorily codified. A report which caused a 
sensation in the meeting was next read by Mr. 
David K. McClure. This gentleman and Mr. Ira D. 
Warren were appointed oe the association a com- 
maittee to urge the Legislature to pass a bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of official searchers, 
with proper responsibility, in the Tax Depart- 
ment and the Croton Bureau. When they 
arrived in Albany they ascertained that 
their bill had been introduced in the 
Assembly by Assemblyman Brodsky, of this 
City, whose purpose was to have it sent to the 
Committee on Cities, of which he was an influen- 
tial member, and there detained. This course was 
pursued with the bili in the Assembly. When 
Messrs. McClure and Warren went before the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee they were met by a re- 
monstrance in which their bill was designated as a 
‘crazy’ scheme, and which was signed by the 
firms of the President, Treasurer, and other offi- 
cers of the Bar Association. It was also signed 
by individual members of the Bar Association 
who had not objected to its adoption by 
that body. When Mr. McClure and Mr. Warren 
said they represented the Bar Association, this 
remonstrance was shown as evidence that they 
did not represent it, and they were compelled to 
withdraw.: |They expressed indignation at their 
treatment last night, and asked the association to 
discharge them. Several gentlemen whose firm 
names had been attached to the remon- 
strance said they had been signed by jun- 
for members of the firms without their 
consent, and apologized to the committeemen. 
Action upon this resolution was deferred, under 
the rules, untilthe next regular meeting, which 
will take piace in October. The following gentle- 
men were elected members of the association: 
Clarence Lexow, Charies W.-Cass, Frederick 8S. 
Parker, Truman Hemingway, William Allen Butler,

The annual meeting of the Mercantile Li- 


brary Associafion was held last evening. The ele- 


the President, occupied the chair, and read a concise 
report. reviewing the work of the association for 


the year, embodyiug certain constitutional amend- 
ments which had been suggested as likely to remove 
the complaint about the “close corporation” na- 
ture of the Board of Directors, and offering sug- 
gestions calculated to benefit the library. These 
suggestions were that the library reading-room 
should be removed to more commodious quarters 
further up town in a more central location, or else 
be connected witb the branch office, and that the 
library itself be kept open from 8:30 A. M. until 7 
P. M,, and that the reading-room and branch office 
be kept open until 10 o’clock P. M, After the 
adoption of the report constitutional amendments 
were carried depriving members of their 
rights if dues were not paid within 
three months, instead of a year, as formerly;

taries. There was avery warm debate upon an 
amendment which legislates the present Board of 
Directors out of office, and provides for a new 
D igre of election. Finally, however, Mr. Daniel 
. Appleton, with the co-operation of the younger 
members present, secured the adoption, by a close 
vote, of an amendment providing that the 
Board of Directors consist of eight members, four 
to serve for one year and four for two years, none 
of the Directors to be eligible for re-election until 
one year after the close of his term of cffice. There 
was marked rejoicing among the young men over 
the passage of the amendments. The old Directors 
on the other hand exhibited warm feelings of cha- 
in at the result. A vote of thanks was passed to 
esident Patrick and the retiring managers, and 
the meeting then adjourned.

THE MAYOR'S NOMINATIONS 


——— 


A SLATE WHiCH DID NOT PLEASE 
DEMOCRATIC STATESMEN. 
CHANGES -MADE IN THE PROGRAMME AT THE 

.. LAST MOMENT—-THE LIST LAID OVER 

(. AND NOT TO BE';CONFIRMED IN ITS PRES- 

ENT STATE. 

Knowing that nominations for the eight 
@acant City offices were to be sent to the Board of 
Aldermen by the Mayor ‘vesterday, local politicians 
‘began flocking to the Clity Hall early, and when 
President Keenan rapjed for order, at noon, 
the Common Council Chamber was packed. 
There was, however,; nothing like excite- 
ment, and, except for;,the crowd, there was 
nothing to indicate f that anything more 
than ordinary business ~ was being transacted. 


Tt was weil understood long before noon that there. 


had beena “hitch” over the “slate” in the morn- 
ing, and that atleast three men would be named 
by the Mayor who had not before been spoken of, 
nud awho were not active }voliticians. During the 
foreroon Mayor Grace held : consultations with a 
number of the Aldermen, a:nd showed them the 
“slate” he had decided upon. This, St is under- 


stood, was the same as_ published in Tue 
Times ‘yesterday. The Dock Commissionership 
was still vacant, the ‘“‘Jeaders’? not having been 
pble toagree upon a candidate for that office. The 
Aldermen were asked by the Mayor whether or 
not they would vote for the confirmation of these 
yen. Their replies left no doubt of the failure of 
the “slate” if it should be officially:sent- to them. 
Opposition to William A. Boyd for Tax Commis- 
sioner was especially marked, it is said, while Por- 
ter. Purroy. and others were also objected to b 
different Aldermen. Finally the Mayor remarke 
in disgust: * Very well. As you won’t agree on 
‘this list, Pll make one up for myself’’—and he did. 
Soon afterward it was quietly given out that the 
Aldermen would be asked to consider the follow- 
fing nominations: 

Police Commissioner—James Matthews, (Independent 
Democrat,) to succeed himeelf. 

Tax Commissioner—Wiiliam Lummis, (Independent 
Democrat,) to succeed John N. Hayward, (Anti-Tam- 

any Democrat. 

“eae eee nor~Hethunia L. McCready, (Inde- 
pendent Democrai,) to succeed Henry F. Dimock, (An- 
ti-fammany Democrat. 

Park Commissioner—William M. Olliffe, (Anti-Tam- 
many Democrat,) to succeed himself. 

Charities Commissioner—Henry H. Porter, (John Fox 
and Peter Bowe Democrat,) to succeed Townsend Cox, 
(independent Democrat.) 

Health Commissioner—Dr. Woolsey Johnson, (Inde- 

endent Democrat,) to succeed Edward G. Janeway, 
«Tammany Democrat.) 

Fire Commissioner—Henry D, Purroy, | een 
ppomectas,) to succeed Vincent C. King, (Tammany 
Democrat. 

Caamberiain—J. Nelson Tappan, (Tammany Demo- 
erat,) to. succeed himself. 

This turned out to be the-correct “slate,” and 
~rhen the nominations were sent in to the board, 
they were received without surprise or comment.., 
‘For an hour after the board had been called to: 
order nothing but routine business was done, and‘ 
the impatient crowd began to think the sole aim’ 
of the City Fathers was to authorize the erection of 
street stands, the fencing of vacant lots, and the 
Jeying of gas and water mains. Finally, at just 1 
o'clock, the President announced “a Message 
from His Honor the Mayor, which the Clerk will 
read.” There was an immediate commotion 
emong the packed hangers-on, and the President 
had to pound the desk vigorously for silence before 
the message could be read. Then the Clerk read 
the renomination of J. Nelson Tappan for City 
Chamberlain. It was received with silence, as were- 
nll of the nominations. The Aldermen had agreed. 
to take no action on the nominations at that 
meeting. and so Alderman Sauer at once 
moved that the Message be laid upon the table. 
His colleagues all voted ** yea,’’ and then the Mes- 
gage naming James Matthews for Police Commis- 
sioner was read, and was, on motion of Aiderman 
Bernard Kenney, laid upon the table. The same 
rourse was taken with the nominations of Wil- 
liam Lummis for Tax Commissioner, Nathaniel L. 
McCready for Dock Commissioner, William M. 
Olliffe for Park Commissioner, Henry H. Porter for 
Charities Commissioner, Henry D. Purroy for Fire 
Commissioner, and Dr. Woolsey Jobnson for 
Health Commissioner, which were read in the or- 
der named. The moment the last nomination was 
received the “ statesmen” who crowded the cham-, 
ber made arush for the doors, having no further 
interest in the proceedings. 

‘The nominations were, of course, the only topic 

of conversation around the hall. It was admitted 
en every nand, without question, that at least two. 
of the Mayor’s nominees were sent in merely as 
“‘dummies,” without any expectation that they 
would be confirmed. These were William Lummis, 
named for Tax Commissioner, and Nathaniel L. 
McCready. nominated for the Dock Department. 
The contest for the Tax Commissionership had 
been so hot between Wilham A. Boyd 
and Col. William R. Roberts that the lead- 
ers had not time to agree upon either, and Mr. 
Lumnniis’s pame was sentin, it was declared, sim- 
ply because the law compelled the Mayor to make 
& nomination yesterday. Mr. Lummis is nearly 40 
years of age and was born in this City. He is 
2 member of the banking firm of Lummis & 
Day, on Broad-street, a nephew of the well-known 
‘William and John O’Brien, bankers, and one of the 
Governing Committee of the Stock Exchange. One 
of Mayor Grace's closest friends said yesterday 
that the leaders of the ola Irving Hall Democracy’ 
nad been given to understand that as soon as they’ 
could agree upon a man for the Tax Office the 
nomination of Mr. Lummis would be with- 
drawn and.tIrving MHall’s candidate sent in. 
‘Nhe Mayor, however, it was declared, had 
insisted that the candidate should have at 
least some qualifications for the office not 
entirely of a political nature. It was also asserted 
and universally believed that Mr. McCready had 
been nominated for the Dock Department for rea- 
sons similar to those which caused Mr. Lummis to 
‘be named—a failure to agree in time upon Mr. 
Dimock’s successor. Mr. McCready is about 60 
‘years of age, and a prominent steam-boat man 
and President of the Old Dominion Steam-ship 
Company. He is a member of the Union Club, 
and is said to be very wealthy. 
the Republican Aldermer declared yesterday 
that these two nominations were “the best of 
the lot,” and that if they got the charce 
they would gladly vote for Messrs. Lummis and 
McCready in preference to political ‘ rounders,” 
although both were strong Democrats. It was at 
first believed that Dr. Woolsey Johnson, the third: 
new name on the list, named for Health Commis- 
sioner, was also put in as a “dummy,” but 
this story was afterward discredited, and it was 
declared on good authority that he was nominated 
in earnest. Dr. Johnson is a well-kown practicing 
physician up town and a pronounced Democrat. 
He graduated from Union Coilege, and studied 
medicine in the Albany Medical School connected 
with the college, finishing his studies in France. 
Of the other nominations made yesterday, J. 
Nelson Tappan, James Matthews, and William M. 
Olliffe now hold the offices for which they have 
been named. Henry H. Porter is an ex-Jefferson 
Market Court-house Commissioner against whom 
charges of pegs eed in that office were made 
in the Board of Aldermen in 1876. It is only just to 
say, however, that after an investigation the 
charges against Mr. Porter ‘were proved to 
have been without foundation. He is anative of 
Vermont, and has been engaged in the insu- 
rance business most of his life. The re- 
port that he was a cousin of William A. Boyd 
was not correct. Henry D. Purroy was a Tam- 
many member of the Board of Aldermen in 1875 
and 1876, and President of that body in.1877. His 
chief claim to distinction is the fact that in a 
Senatorial convention at Nyack in 1877 he broke a 
fellow-delegate’s jaw during a disgraceful row. 

Not one Alderman nor one politician of any kind 
rould be found yesterday who believed the ‘‘slate”’ 
nominated would ever be confirmed. ‘You may 
safely bet,” said one of the Anti-Tammany Alder- 
men, “that Tappan, Matthews, Olliffe, and Purroy 
‘~will be confirmed, but they will have to wait until 
the others are all withdrawn and new names put 
in their places. We don’t intend to confirm any 
ontil we act on all, and nobody sent in to-day 
stands any chance exceptthe four I have named.” 

*‘Lummis and McCready,” said another Demo- 
eratic Alderman, “were sent in as dummies, “m4 
we knew it was to beso. Even if they should 
confirmed, they would be expected to resign. Dr. 
Johnson was an applicant for the office of Health 
Commissioner, but we all thought Dr. Arnold would 
ret it, because he was named by Habert O. ae 
son. More than haif of these nominations will 
zither be. withdrawn or rejected. Not-an Alder- 
man is satisfied with the whole string.” 

**The Mayor made out that list for effect at 
Albany.”’ said a Republican Alderman. ‘ He 
knows it can’t go through the board, but he wants 
ro be able to say that he nominated good men like 
McCready and Lummis and the Aldermen wouldn't 
confirm them. Within two weeks, I have no 
ioubdt, Lummis will be withdrawn and William A. 
Boyd will be sent in in hisplace. But Boyd will 
have a mighty tough struggle to get himseif con- 
firmed. Some of us want to see good, capable, 
business men get offices once in.a while.”

WILLS BEFORE THE SURROGATE. 


EX-SHERIFF CONNER’S, JAMES BRELL’S, AND 
THE CONTEST OVER MR. WALLACE’S, 

The will of the late William C. Conner was 
offered for probate yesterday. It gives to his 
widow, Caroline M. Conner, a one-half interest in 
the lot of land and building at No. 29 Bleecker- 
street, a one-third-interest in the lot and building 
at the north-east corner of Reade and Centre 
streets, now occupied in part by James Conner’s 
Sons, type-founders. It also givesto her for life 
all his interest in the estate of his father, James 
Conner. After the death of his widow, all of the 


property above specified is to go to his daughters, 
Sarah G. Davis, Susan Conner, and Eliza J. Con- 
ner, who are to share and share alike. In the 
event of the death, during the life of his widow, 
of any or either of the daughters without issue, 
the share of such daughter or daughters is to re- 
vert to the survivor or survivors; but in case issue 
is left, then the issue shall inherit the share. 
If all the daughters should die without issue 
during the life of the widow, the property left to the 
latter is to go to the sons of the decedent who may 
then be living. The household furniture of the de- 
cedent, a policy on his life for $5,000 in the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Company, another 
for $5,000 in the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
Company, of Newark, N. J., and athird for $5,000 
in the New-York Life Insurance Company 
are given to the widow without reserve. 
To his sons, James P. Conner, William C. 
Conner, Jr.. George W. Conner, John 
L. Conner, and Frank T. Conner, are given the de- 
cedent’s one-third interest in the type foundry and 
business now carried on under the name of James 
Conner’s Sons, including all moneys due and owing 
in said business, and stock in the hands of agents; 
his interest in the Chicago Type Foundry, and his 
interest in the real estate belonging to the said 
firm. The wil] also directs that such of his sons as are 
‘employed in the type founary shall be paid salaries 
according to the value.of their services in addition 
to their share in the profits of the business. The 
residue of the estate is bequeathed to all the chil- 
dren, share and share alike. The } pe tipe re for the 
widow is specified to be in lieu and bar of her right 
of dower. The Executors are James A. Flack, 
James P. Conner, and William C. Conner, Jr., and 
7 are not required to give security. The sub- 
scribing witnesses are A. D. Failing and John T. 
Cumming. 

The hearing of the Wallace will case was con- 
tinued yesterday before Surrogate Calvin. Capt. 
:Leary testified that he was one of the party of four 
who went with the decedent to Europe some years 
ago. On the passage Wallace was almost constant- 
ly drunk, and when in London he behaved so 
outrageously that the witness refused to remain 
any longer, and then the whole party returned to 
New-York. John George Yeager, a carriage driver, 
testified for the contestant that in the last seven 
years he had driven Wallace out at least two or 
three times a week. Sometimes he would start for 
Coney Island at midnight or later; would 
stop on the way at _a_ resort after 
everybody had gone to bed, call up the proprietor, 
and drink wine. Then he would go on to Coney 
Island and drink more wine. On such trips he was 
usually intoxicated when he started out, and was 
exceedingly lavish with his money, and sometimes 
gave as much as $5 to anybody who would open 

the carriage door for him, On one occasion, at 
Coney Island, he gave ths witness a hundred- 
dollar bill to get change. and then divided the 
change among the bar-tenders and by-standers. 
Mrs. Anna A. McDonald, of No. 155 Eighth-avenue, 
.the wife of-Joseph McDonald, said Waliace was a 
faequent visitor at her house. During the last two 
years of his life he came nearly every day and at 
all hours of the day and night. Hespoke to her 
frequently about his relatives, and_ said he had no 
home. During the last three months of his life his 
conversation was often irrational. He came to 
her house sober only about seven times during the 
ast two years, and on two of _ those 
loccasions he went. away drunk. He _ usu- 
sually drank heavily when at her house, 
She attributed his fondness for visiting at her 
house to the fact that two or three years ago he 
asked the hand of her eldest daughter in marriage. 
He was never remonstrated with for coming late 
at night because he was regarded as one of her 
busband’s best customers, her husband being a hat- 
ter. He would sometimes come in with a number 
of persons and order hats for all around, including 
by-standers. He offered her money at different 
times, but she would not take it. He gave a seal- 
skin sacque to Lawyer Wilson’s wife, and offered a 
set of furs to Mrs. Halpin. The case was adjourned 
to 11 o’clock this morning, 

‘rhe will of the late James Buell, who was Presi- 
dent of the Importers and Traders’ National Bank. 
was admitted to probate yesterday. The principal 
legatees are his widow, Electa Kellogg Buell, and 
his niece, Martha Buell Plum. His residence, at 
No. 18 West Fifty-eighth-street, goes to his widow 
for her life, and at her death tohis niece. The per- 
sonal property is given to Mrs. Buell, and the resi- 
due of the real estate and certain railroad stocks 
go to the niece. Various sums, aggregating $150,- 
000, are given in trust to the Executors for the ben- 
efit of certain relatives and friends. Mrs. Buell 
and Mr. Edward H. Perkins are the Executors.

A CLEVER FORGER. 


——_@———— 
HOW THE PRODUCE BANK LOST FOUR THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS. 

A tall, slim young man named Henry Tode 
was charged before Justice Bixby, in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, yesterday, with depositing in 
the Produce Bank forged checks for $11,000, pur- 
porting to have been drawn by the Treasury De- 
partment of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany on the National Bank of Commerce. <Ac- 
cording to the facts adduced at the examination, it 
is evident that Tode was a mere tool in the hands 
of an expert forger, who is about $4,000 richer by 
the operation and stillat large. This person on 
April 19 opened an account with the Produce Bank 
under the name of Thomas Clark, making a cash 
deposit of $600. He gave No. 17 Dey-street 
as his business address and his place of resi 
dence as Jersey City Heights. The bank offi-- 
cers, contrary to their usual custom, failed to 
ask for any references, and Clark did not 


volunteer to furnish them. On subsequent days he 
made additional deposits and afterward withdrew 
portions thereof. On May 2 he deposited $1,401 25, 
of which $1,361 25 was represented by a genuine 
check, the remainder being in cash. Two days 
later he took out $800, and the following day 
$1,100, leaving $46 88 to his credit. Some of these 

eposits and drafts were made by the prisoner, 
Tode, whom Clark had introduced as his clerk 
to the bank officers. The first check, pur- 

orting to have been drawn by Mr. R. 

. Rochester, Treasurer of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, on the Bank 
of Commerce, was presented for deposit by Tode 
on the same day on which the $1,100 was with- 
drawn. The check called for $4,500, and, as it 
bore the certification of the bank, the Receiving 
Teller of the Produce Bank unhesitatingly accept- 
ed it. On May 6 Tode deposited another check 
purporting to have been signed by Mr. Roches- 
ter, for $6.500, also on the Bank of Commerce. 
Some time during the afternoon of the same day 
he presented two checks drawn by Clark for 
$3,500 and $500. It was not until after these were 
paid by the Teller of the Produce Bank that any 
suspicion entered the minds of the officers touch- 
ing the honesty of Thomas Clark’s transactions. 

Subsequent discoveries showed that $11,000 of 
the deposits were represented by two spurious 
checks. which, however. had baffled the scrutiny 
of the Paying Teller of the Bank of Commerce, who 
certified them before they were accepted 
and placed to the _ credit of Clark at 
the Produce Bank. The _ fact that the two 
checks bearing the name of Mr. Rochester were 
forgeries was ascertained when they were submit- 
ted to that gentleman and Myron T. Wilbur, Cash- 
jer of the Western Union Treasury Department. 
They admitted that the signature was a very close 
imitation of Mr. Rochester's. It required the eye 
of an expert to discover any difference between 
the blank used by the forger and that of the bank. 
In the former the tinted background was 
a-“shade lighter, while the numbers were 
printed in red ink instead of with carmine. 
All the facts respecting the worthlessness of the 
checks were known on Friday afternoon, and were 
communicated to the Police Head-quarters De- 
tective office. Detectives Radford and Reilly were 
sent to the Produce Bank early on Saturday morn- 
ing to catch Tode and Clark, if possible. 
Not long after the opening of the  of- 
fice for business, the former entered and 
presented for payment a draft signed by Clark for 
$1,500. He was immediately arrested. The detec- 
tives then tried to find Clark at No. 17 Dey-street. 
where he occupied desk-room, but he was not 
there, nor has he been seen since, On being ques- 
tioned respecting his relations with Clark, Tode, 
who at first gave the name of Henry Demill, said 
that two weeks previous, while he was seated in 
Madison-square, Clark approached him and asked, 
‘*Can you write checks?’ Tode answered that he 
could write a good hand, whereupon Clark said 
“T’llemploy you. Come down to my office, an 
I'll give you $5 a week.”” On the occasions when 
he witharew money from the bank his employer 
invariably met him in the streets to receive it. 
Affidavits setting forth in substance the foregoing 
facts were sworn to yesterday by Mr. William M. 
Van Nuis, of the Produce Bank; Mr. Wilbur, 
Cashier of the Western Union Company; Mr. Sher- 
man, Oashier of the Bank of Commerce, Detective 
Philip Reilly, and others. 

Tode in his formal examination gave his age as 
18 years. his residence as No. 289 West Twenty- 
seventh-street, and his occupation as that of a 
clerk. The forged checks, he said, were given to 
him by Clark to have them certified at the Bank of 
Commerce and then deposited in the Produce 
Bank. He professed not to have been aware that 
Clark wasaforger. Justice Bixby committed him 
for trial on the charge of uttering the checks. ‘The 
loss to the Bank of Commerce through the forger’s 
operations will be $4,000.

AN ANNUAL DEFICIT OF TWENTY-EIGHT IN 
THE PRESBYTERIAN SUPPLY. 

The Alumni of the Union Theological Sem- 
inary celebrated the forty-filth anniversary of the 
founding of the institution yesterday by a discus- 
sion of some hours’ length at the morning session 
andadinner in the afternoon at Sieghortner’s, in 
Lafayette-place. About 50 Presbyterian ministers, 


gsmong whom were the Rev. Dr. Hitchcock, the 


Rev. Dr. Dana, of Philadelphia; the Rev. Dr. 
Charles W. Baird, and other prominent pulpit 
speakers, assembled at 10:30 A. M. in the seminary 
chapel. The Rev. J. Clement French, D. D., had been 
appointed to read a memoir on the*‘Supply of Min- 


isters’’ before the session, but at the last mo- 


ment, other engagements intervening, he was 
compelied to abandon the idea, and the 
Rev. 8S. W. Dana, D. D., of Philadelphia, 
was prevailed upon to fill his place. wit 
rather insufficient time forpreparation. The body 
of the paner was devoted to a statistical and 
general survey of the present ministerial sup- 
ply of the Presbyterian pulpit. It appears that 
this season the number of candidates offered 
for the pulpit by the several Presbyterian 
theological seminaries has been 144. There 
are now 990 vacant pulpits in the country, of 
which 331 have congregations of more than 0 mem- 
bers, and the rest are relatively weak in numbers. 
The average number of Presbyterian. ministers re- 
moved annually by decease is about 85, and the net 
increase in the number of churches js 74,80 that 
159 graduates are required to meet the annual ne- 
cessities of the Preg yterian pulpit. The average 
number of graduates per yoer is 131, which, making 
no allowance for those who drift into other voca- 
tions, leaves an annual deficit of 28. Tho Secre- 
tary of the Board of Home Missions has recently 
announced that the board could find places for 150 
men immediately, if they were supplied, and that 
the Boara of Home and Foreign Missions could em- 
ply at once 170 ministers, if that number could be 
placed at its disposal. This is 89 more than are 
annually graduated. 

After giving the statistics on the subject, Dr. 
Dana discussed the causes of the deficit and the 
sources of future supply. He held that in most 
instances the best brains for the work were drawn 
from the ranks of the comparatively poor, and of- 
fered some suggestions as to the best method of 
encouraging indigent young men to devote them- 
selves to the ministry, and of inducing parents to 
stimulate their sons to pursue courses of study for 
that profession. He found one source of discour- 
agement in the relatively small remuneration given 
to ministers. An education for the ministry cost, 
under ordinary circumstances, he said, with the ut- 
most economy of expenditure, from $2,000 to 
$5,000, and required from seven to ten years 
of time. Having in mind this long period, the 
hard work, and the money given to the prepa- 
ration, the salaries paid were on the average scarce- 
ly in excess of the wages of a skilled laborer. Dr. 
Dana observed that every congregation wanted to 
obtain a sanctified Demosthenes at $800 a year. 
Other speakers gave their views, and one in par- 
ticular dissented emphatically from the statement 
that the best brains of the pulpit came from the 
poor. He thought the wealthy should to be en- 
couraged and besought to educate their sons for 
the ministry. At3o’clock the ministers sat down 
to the dinner at Sieghortner’s. 
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THE MUSEUM OF NATURAL HISTORY. 

A large number of ladies and gentlemen at- 
tended the Spring reception of the American 
Museum of Natural History, in Manhattan-square, 
yesterday afternoon. Anorchestra sat in one of 
the alcoves of the second story, and the music 


found its way to all parts of the building. The re- 
ception lasted from 2 o’clock till 5, and during the 
most of that time the two large halls and the gal 
lery were filled with ladies and gentlemen, ladies 
largely predominating. A great many improve- 
ments have been effected in the Museum within a 
short time, and many valuable additions have been 
made. Some of the cases have been arranged with 
backgrounds, the better to bring out the outlines 
of their contents. Among the recent additions 
are a quantity of implements taken from the 
mounds of Florida. To‘the Jay cases of shells, on 
the first floor, have been added some beautiful 
| cage ag from the Haines collection. On one of 
them is a rich and artistically cut cameo. Addi- 
tions have also been made to the geological 
specimens and to the fossils. In the slabs 
arranged in one of the halls the visitor 
may trace the footsteps of some of the 
cheerful animals that used to have posses- 
sion of the Connecticut Valley, if all accounts are 
true. A very interesting specimen is the thigh-bone 
of an atlantosaurus, a creature that is sald to have 
inhabited the ocean that once covered the present 
ansas. He was a sportive little fe:low, 80 
or 100 feet long, and is believed to huve had strong 
domestic tendencies. There is a large collection of 
implements from the Pacific Islands, including war 
clubs, war axes, cooking utensils, and articles of 
dress and ornament, and a great variety of shark- 
tooth weapons. Not least among the interesting 
things are the models of villages of cave dwellers, 
or cliff dwellers, from New-Mexico and Colorado.

Frank Gallison, for the State prison at Tren- 
ton. The train was crowded and he had to 
sit apart from his prisoners. Protected by the 
seat they worked at the handcuffs till they sepa- 
rated them, and at Linden they made a break for 
the door. The train was going at the rate of 25 
miles an hour, but the prisoners leaped, and, after 
rolling in the dust, dashed forthe woods. Davis 
brought the train to slow speed and leaped in pur- 
suit. Deputy Sheriff Wright, who was on the train, 
and three railroad laborers, joined in the chase, in 
which half the train eventually participated. The 
prisoners were finally recaptured in a wooded 
swamp. They had received ugly cuts and bruises.

The stockholders of the Delaware and Hud- 
son Canal Company held their annual meeting yes- 
terday and elected the following gentlemen as a 
Board of Managers for the ensuing year: A. A.

BEATEN BY HEAVY SEA STORMS. 
Capt. Newrich, of the British steam-ship 
Westbourne, which arrived from Newcastle yester- 
day, reports a stormy passage of 1744 days. Strong 


north-easterly gales and high seas prevailed in the 
North Sea andin the Channel. After passing clear 
of the Channel the steamer was opposed by aseries 
of severe westerly gales, which continued until 
latitude 45° and longitude 50° were reacned. The 
seas were very high and kept the decks constantly 
flooded. On April 27, in latitude 54° 15’ and longi- 
tude 20° 12’, the Westnoutne passed a vessel of 
about 1,000 tons, saa bottom upward, in the 
water. Near by were large quantities of timber, 
which averaged 30 feet in length, and appeared to 
have been in that conditien only ashort time. The 
Norwegian bark Salome, which arrived from 
Montevideo yesterday, was caught in a heavy re- 
volving gale off the coast. Several severe north- 
easterly storms were encountered during the latter 
part of the voyage.
